WOULD REPEAL PROFITS TAX 


Fordney Urges Immediate Re- 
a vision of Tariff to Permit 
Business to Resume. 


PITTSBURGH, March. 19.—Secretary 
of War Weeks, Representative J. W. 
Fordney,.. Secretary of the Treasury 
Melion and Secretary of Labor Davis 
were the chjef guests at the annual 
dinner of the:Chamber of Commerce of 
this city tonight, when taxation and the 
tariff figured largely in. a general dis- 
cussion of the nation’s finances. 

Secretary Weeks ‘pointed out that 
within the next thirty months ithe Gov- 
ernment would have .to provide some- 
thing like $17,000,000,000 to meet its 
running expenses and refunding opéra- 
‘“This,!’ the Secretary said, ‘‘is an 
infinitely greater task than was ever 
Undertgken by any nation in the world 
in. time-of peace, and there is no one, 
skilled in-financial operations though he 
may. be, who does not view the prospéct 
with+«more or 4ess alarm. . With | this 
situation facing us, it is the height of 
folly t6 undertake new commitments if 
they can be avoided, and I assume that 
no one will- aaah from that proposi- 
tion.” 

Secretary ies urged ‘repeal of the 
excess profits ‘tax, declaring that in a 
period of falling prices it was not an 
effective tax, as probably would be 
shown when the returns for this year 
were published. He said there—were 
innumerable instances’ where. concerns 
which made large profits in 1919, paying 
a tax on these profits, lost so much 
during 1920 that-on Jan. 1, 1921, ir 
resources were less than they weré on 
Jan. 1, 1019. ™ 

Mr. Weeks sald the country had 
reached a point where it must make a 
radical change in its tariff system. New 
problems associated with rates of ex- 
change, growing out of the war, made 
the tariff a more complfcated question 
than usual, he declared, adding that it 
would seem to him that the amount of 
revenue which should be produced from 
importations would be between five and 
six hundred millions of dollars a year. 

‘“ Whatever may be finally determined,”’ 
the Secretary continued, ‘it would seem 
to me the duties imposed should be based 
on the normal rate of exchange, and that 
the Secretary of the Treasury should 
have the power to change the rates of 
duty to correspond to any material 
change in the rate of exchange. Other- 
wise, under conditions like the present, 
no tariff rate could.be imposed which 
would protect this country against some 
nations without placing an_ unbearable 
burden on those coiintries ‘where the 
rates of exchange are nearly normal. 

“Our first purpose in the past and 
now has been to provide for our own 
heeds in revenue and protection, ‘but in 
framing ‘a new tariff law we must give 
‘some consideration, if for no other than 
‘the most selfish reasons, to our markets. 
‘To impose a greater duty than the ordi- 
nary difference in the cost of production 
would mean destroying the possibility of 
European markets, especially where the 
rate of exchange is such that they can- 
not purchase rics us <i under the 
greatest stress.’ 

Taking up siaiisaiiesiiuacenos of Govern- 
ment departments, the Secretary as- 
serted that during,the recent enormous 
expansion of Government activities no 
attention had been paid to the proper 
distribution of those activities among 
the departments, with the result that 
there was an expensive and inefficient 
hodgepodge. He edvocated an entire 
regrouping of the minor divisions of the 
various departments and urged a drastic 
reduction in the number of Federal em- 
ployes and a consistent increase in the 
sajaries of those retained. 

Representative. Fordney declared for 
tariff legislation to maintain American 

markets, ‘‘ if the American standards of 
living ‘are to be continued." 

The portion of the present gross debt 
of America to be paid by the American 
people, was approximately $14,000,000,- 
000, he, said, adding: ‘‘ I sincerely trust 
a way will be found to fund practically 
all short-time obligations into ‘long- 
‘time Government bonds, and ‘thus dis- 
tribute the debt over a period of. years. 
Upon its succéssful accomplishment an 
acceptable revision of our tax laws de- 
pends. in’ no small measure.”’ . 

Mr. Fordney 
continued, “ our tax laws will not be as 
e as in the past, due to -the 
‘decreasing earnings of individuals and

CORK, March 19- (Associated Press).— 
Seven soldiers and-one policeman were 
killed and several wounded and seven 
members of the attacking: party were 
killed in the. ambush of- military and 
police near Kinsale early today, accord- 
ing to the latest reports received here.

BELFAST, March 19 (Associated 
Press).—One of the most desperate am- 
bushes recorded occurred at 6 o'clock 
this morning at Cross Barry, midway 
between Kinsale and Macroom, and re- 
sulted in the death of six Crown sol- 
diers and the wounding of five others.

SAYS IT WAS ACCIDENTAL

Army Court Found Major Shot 
Himself, but Gen. Cronkhite, 
Father, Started New Inquiry.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 19.—Ex- 
Sergeant Roland R. Pothier of Central 
Falls pleaded: guilty this -afternoon to 
involuntary manslaughter in connection 
with thé.death. of Major Alexander P. 
Cronkhite at Camp Lewis, Washington,’ 
on Oct. 25, 1918, when arraigned be- 
fore Federal Commissioner Archibald C. 
Matteson, Shortly before his arraign- 
ment he signed a statement concerning 
the death of the Major> 

When brought before Commissioner 
Matteson, Pothier declared that he 
would pléad gulity to involuntary man- 
slaughter, but that he would not -piead 
guilty to murder or voluntary man- 
slaughter. He informed the Commis- 
sioner’ also that he would go to Tacoma, 
Wash., when the Federal Grand Jury 
or Federal/ Court sitting in- that city 
wanted him. 

While Department of Justice officials 
are silent as to'details of’ the case it 
was learned that in his signed state- 
ment Pothier admitted that he killed the 
Major, who was a son of Major Gen. 
Adelbert Cronkhite. Pothier maintains, 
however, that the shot was fired acci- 
dentally, as he was cleaning his pistol. 

From information gathered here and 
in Washington it is understood -that 
Federal investigators are proceeding on 
the theory that Major Cronkhite’s death 
was due to.a conspiracy. The fact that 
the “Department of. Justice did ngt 
charge murder in the first degree is 
taken as an indication that others may] 
be implicated. 

Féderal Attorney Cannon insisted that 
Pothier’s bail be fixed at $10,000 and, 
failing to find surety, he -was committed 
to the Providence County Jail to await 
action by the Federal Grand Jury. at 
Tacoma, 


Father Causes New... Inquiry. , 


At- the time of Major. Cronkhite's 
death an army court of inquiry found 
that he had shot himself accidentally 
while at. pistol practice. His father, 
Major General Cronkhite, on his return 
from France had the body exhumed and 
experts found that the wound could not 
have been self-inflicted.--A search for 
Pothier was. started,.ending in his ar- 
rest here on Thursday. 

Pothier-was found in ‘the pore yard, 
where he was working’ as a brakeman. 
He was brought into the Union Station 
and. delivered:.to Federal agents. He 
was booked at the Central Police Sta- 
tion as Roland Pothier, aged 25, la- 
borer, American and non-resident... Then 
his residence was given as 693 Eddy 
Street; admittedly a fictitious address. 
He, was married in Central Falls. in 
May, 1920. Mra, Pothier, who is stay- 
ing with her mother. Mrs. Regina Robi- 
chaud, at Central Falls, refused today 
to talk about the case. 

Shot at Pistol Practice.

He adds: ‘‘ The 
Federal Court, having the road in its 
possession and being charged with the 
duty of administering the property for 
the benefit of all parties concerned, un- 
questionably had authority to determine 


what wages the receiver could and 
should pay.”

Wer, it is with the deepest feeling that 
we resent and protest against certain 
expressions and utterances of one Alex- 
ander E. Anderson at a meeting desig- 
nated by its promoters as the ‘ Horror 
on the Rhine’ meeting held in the City 
of New York on Feb. 28, at which time 
he uttered expressions reflecting upon 
the nature of service of our comradeship, 
which we deem of a character incom- 
patible with the spirit of this organiza- 
tion and detrimental to the continuation 
of those principles looking toward unity’ 
of purpose of America and the Allies in 
the great conflict and for those objects 
for which our membership fought and

AWAITING NEW REGULATIONS

Tryout of Beer Is Expected to Deter- 
mine the Coming Policy of 
the Prohibitionists.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—The sign 
once displayed in the dining room of a 
‘North Carolina hotel: announcing’ that 
to.prevent guests taking fruit from “the 
table there would be no fruit, about. ex- 
presses the view of dry leaders in Con- 
gress with respect to the new ruling as. 
to medicinal beer. 

.““ If beer is ‘to be prescribed in any 
quantity for everybody who is _ ailing, 
there will be no beer,’’ was the upshot 
of opinions by House Prohibitionists, 
. Several. members, including some who 
worked -for enactment of the Volstead 
law and who beliéve now that it ought 
to be tightened up, declared today that 
Former Attorney General Palmer rightly 
construed..the act in holding that beer, 
like. liquor, could be prescribed for a 
sick man. But. they added that they 
were awaiting with deep concern publi- 
cation of department regulations pre- 
scribing the manner and amount of beer 
dispensation. 

While the Volstead act limits the 
amount of whisky that may be_pre- 
scribed, there is “no. provision dealing 
with beer. Prohibition leaders think it 
may be necessary to fix that by statute. 

Predictions are made by several Pro- 
hibition members that the future policy 
of Oongress -will depend upon depart- 
ment regulations and a beer try-out. 
They see no likelihood of any early 
change in the law by. which a physician 
may prescribe not more than a pint of 
whisky in any ten-day period. But, 
going back’to pre-prohibition days, dry 
leaders recalled that.the sick man’s beer 
‘supply was rather liberal, certainly, as 
compared with modern possibilities. It 
used to be prescribed by the case, and 
three bottles a day often was regarded 
by physicians; recommending it as a 
moderate. dose. ° 

‘Prohibition .enforcement officials - de- 
claré they are not responsible for the 
idea that. has spread over the country 
that the new regulations will permit the 
sale and drinking of a glass of beer at 
a drug. store fountain. \There is not a 
chance, they declare. Druggists alone 
will be’ permitted to handle it on bona- 
fide prescriptions. 

It has developed that the Anti-Saloon 
League will renew its fight before Con- 
rress to eliminate from the Volstead law | 
the provision relating to the sale of 
Bquer by prescription, and that its guns 
will be opened against beer, ° 

eanwhile the scramble ‘continues for 
places on the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee, which may settle thé beer issue 
definitely and attempt to tightén up all 
the loose joints.in the. Volstead law. 
There are eight vacancies, td be equally 
distributed between’ Republicans and 
Democrats.- Jf ail the seats were given 
to. wets the committee. would. still be 
dry, but. Republican leaders asserted 
that the party, in making up committee 
assignments, would take no backward 
step onthe question of. prohibition. 

Chairman Volstead expressed the view 
today that the committee membership 
would be made up without regard to the 
beer development. <A _ recent check-up, 
it was said, showed that of more than 
one hendred new members elected . to 
the. House the_ prohibition percentage 
ran exceedingly: high. It is known, 
nowever, that several members repre- 
enting districts opposed to prohibition, 
and who are earnestly ,advocating a 
more liberal policy with respect to use 
of light wines and beer, especially for 
the sick, are seeking places on. Mr. Vol- 
stéad’s committee in the hope that they 
might be able to liberalize the law. If 
they: cannot.do much along that line 
they at least hope, it is said, to keep it 
from .becoming more drastic. 

Drug manufacturers, asserting that 
prohibition regulations now in effect are 
curtailing preparation of ‘‘ essential me- 
dicinal agents,’’ have called a protest 
meeting to be held here Monday under 
the direction of =the American Drug 
Manufacturers’ Association and the Or- 
ganization of Pharmaceutical Chemists. 
Most of.the larger producers of medic- 
inal preparations will attend, it is -an- 
nounced. 

Alcohol as an extractive, solvent or 
beseervetne must be included in hun- 

reds of compounds, a statement says, 
which ‘‘ may be fit for beverage .pur- 
poses, especially if the term is stretched 
to cover those alcoholic’ addicts who will 
take chances on anything/containing al- 
cohol, no matter how dangerous it is.’’ 

The. logical and equitable way of. en- 
forcing the law is by ferreting out ‘pur- 
hesers and sellers of alcohol for bev- 
e é purposes,a nd ‘‘ not by classifying 
esential medical preparations as intoxi- 
cating liquors,’’ the statemenc added, 
‘“‘or by embarrassing their lawful sale 
and use by regulations. so unworkable 
as to cause some manufacturers to 
strike them off their lists, to the detri- 
ment of the medical profession, who find 
them effective in curing the sick.”

Commissioner Frank 
Mann ‘in .a statement criticising the 
banks for receiving with hostility the 
law exempting taxes on new construc- 
tion, adopted in order to stimulate

“Comimissionér Mann sald that five 
bills prepared by the Mayor’s Housing 
Conference Committee have been intro- 
duced in the Legislature by the Dem- 
ocratic minority leader, Senator Walker. 
One of the biils is a fifteen-year omer- 

ency act based on the so-called 

‘ Rentes’’’ system in France, whereby 
bonds are issued by the Government and 
sold to small investors, the proceeds to 
aid, by che mortgage loans, the de- 
velopment of improvements on real 
estate. 

At least 100,000 apartments were 
urgently ‘needéd, said Mr. Mann, in or- 
der that the people of the city may be 
properly housed and freed of the €vil of 
overcrowding. 

In criticising the savings banks,~‘‘ de- 
positors of thé people’s money and es- 
pecially the class o people who are suf- 
ering from want of housing,”’ the Com- 
missionef said that it was ‘‘a poor com- 
et, upon the civic spirit of banks, 
particulariy of the City of New York. 
to advance the argument that tney are 
penn ba to act ultra-conventionally in the 
making of their investments by denying 
a proper amount of their funds to be 
applied to first mortgage loans for home 
building in amounts équal to at Jeast 
60 per cént. of the present cost and 
market value of the property. 

“The restrictive laws do not affect 
these new housés, and it appears from 
information received by me that all of 
the new houses which have beén com- 
pleted are rented to their full capacity 
ef rentals commensurate with the cost 
of construction. 

‘‘T take it that it is a sound economic 
principle to assert that all real estate 
valués are based upon their earning 
power-—-the rental income. This in- 
creased income and its obvious continu- 
ation for a considerable period by reason 
of the housing shortage, justifies a rea- 
sonable advance on first moftgagés, and 
the reasonable percentage to ad- 
vanced should, in my pesement, never 
be less than 50. per cent. 

‘Now, these very savings banks, in- 
stead of aiding the people from whom 
they derive their funds 4nd support for 
the maintenance of their institutions, 
deprive. them of the benefit in the 
use of their funds by their failure to 
make the necessary mortgage loans on 
houses. , ' 

“These are only some of the réasons 
why we urge the enactment of the laws 

roposed by the city administration. 

hese bills, which in effect ate intended 
to authorize the Commissioners of the 
Sinking Fund to provide mortgage 
money through the authorization of 
bonds and mortgage loan. certificates, 
are an absolute necessity. The problem 
of financing construction must ‘be solved 
and thése bills will. in my ‘Judgment, 
help to solve it. 

‘*Sccutities based on ‘first mortgages 
on real é@state backed and guaranteed 
by the City of New York will be bound 
to meet with overwhelming preference 
by the large and #mall investor. 

“If wonds based on these securities 
could be sold in multiples as low as $100, 
there are thousands of workingmen in 
the City of New York who would gladly 

urchase them for savings purposes.

SOLDIERS’ AID WEEK 


Miller Sets Aside May ; 29 to Jane 
4 for Intensive Work to Help 
Men Disabled in War. 


The week beginning May 29 and end- 
ing June 4 has been proclaimed by Gov- 
ernor Miller as ‘‘ National Disabled Sol- 
diers’ Week ’’ in this State. Preceding 
that there will be an intensive cam- 
paign by the National Disabled Soldiers’ 
League, Inc., and othér) organizations | 
for national legislation for the veterans. 
This is the Governor’s proclamation: 

“Whereas the N&tional Disabled 
Soldiers’ League; an organization made 
up soicl; .of disabled men, has been 
moved to ask the President of the 
United States ahd the Governors of the 
several States to issue appeals to the 
people and to legislative bodies with a 
view to obtaining improved facilities in 
Washington and elsewhere for the care 
of sick and crippled veterans; and, 

‘* Whereas there afe 1,000 disabled 
American soldiers who took part in the 
World War, of whom.1,500 are placed in 
the hospitals ever onth; and present 
hospital accommodations are lamentably | 
deficient for the work of ministering to 
the needs and alleviating the distress of 
these sufférers; and 

‘* Whereas the fear prevails that this 
country is not awake to its obligations 
toward the men who laid so great an 
offering on the altar of public duty, or 
sufficiently sensitive to the disgrace 
that fastens on a nation which forgets 
its defenders; 

‘*Now, therefore, I, Nathan L. Miller, 
Governor of the State of New York, set 
aside the week of May 29 to June 4 in- 
clusive as ‘ National Disabled Soldiers’ 
Week,’ and urge. the citizens of this 
State to look carefully into the needs of 
disabled soidiers within its borders. 

‘* Let the heads of business give em- 
ace ara so far as possible to men who 
y service in the army or navy did so 
much to perercusre our institutions and 
secure the common od write he Let 
clergymén on the Sunday beginning and 
the Sunday following the appointed 
period present to congregations the 
dlaims of thosé who helped to save the 
spiritual life of the world when it was 
in peril. Let our lawmakers investigate 
the subject of stiitable legislation in be- 
half of thosé who brought from field or 
camp bodies enfeebled by wound or sick- 
ness. Let the patriotic women of our 
Commonwealth, whose intelligent ‘ zeal 
was effectively enlisted during the war 
in most helpful ministrations to those 
who fought and those who died, direct 
their organized efforts’ once more to the 
needs of the men to whose faithfulness 
so many precious interests were com- 
mitted, Let there be a iversal en- 
deavor to open the doors of opportunity 
to the disabled- soldier and sailor, that 
the UN ageto ds possible number may be 
speedily returned to their former voca- 
tions, and those to whom this privilege 
ig denied may still be enabled adopt 
some honorable occupation which ll 

yield them support.”’

BERT LESTON TAYLOR DEAD. 


Chicago Tribune’s Humorist a Vic- 
tim of Pneumonia at 54. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, March 19.—Bert Leston 
Taylor (B. L. T.), editor of ‘‘A Line 
o’ Type or Two,” in The Tribune for 
nearly fifteen years, died early this 
morning of pneumonia at his home 
at 195 East Chestnut Street. He had 
been ill for two weeks. Bronchial 
trouble was. the original cause of his 
illness, but he continued at work -until 
the danger of pneumonia’ developed. 
The news of the humorist’s death came 
as a shock to thousands who had read 
his column daily. Its announcément 
was followed by hundreds of telephone 
calls to The Tribune for confirmation. 
Mr. Taylor was born in Goshen, Mass., 


on Nov. 13, 1866, and was educated at 
the College of the City of New York. 

Conducting ‘‘ The Line’’ was only a 
part of Mr. Taylor's literary labors. He 
contributed verse and articles, particu- 
larly concerning: golf, his favorite rec- 
reation, to many magazines. In addition 
he was the author of several books, in- 
cluding ‘‘'The Well in the Wood,’’ pub- 

lished in 1906 ; ‘* The» Charlatan, *» 1906; 
“A Line o’ Verse or Two,”’ 1911; “The 
Pipe Smoke ant: ** 1912, and “ "Motley 
Measures,’’ 

Mr. Tivlees ‘home was in Glencoe. 
There survive besides the widow, two 
daughters, Alva Theits Taylor, 24 years 
old, and Barbara Leston Taylor, 5 years 
old. His ‘Bab Ballads’’ were written 
for Barbara. 


MONSIGNOR BOLO DEAD 


Brother of Bolo Pasha, Executed for 
Treason, for Whom He Pleaded. 
PARIS, March 19.—The death of Mon- 

signor Bolo was announced today. He 

was the brother of Bolo Pasha, who 
was executed at Vincennes in 1910 for 
treason. 








Monsignor Bolo made an eloquent plea 
for hfs brother at the trial, insisting 
that the latter was insane. But his ad- 
dress was thought to have injured his 
brother’s' case, for the Monsignor tried 
to convince the court that the whole 
matter of the Bernstorff telegrams was 
a plot between the United States Gov- 
ernment, Pavenstedt and the Germans 
to ruin Bolo and introduce discord into 
France. 

Before the war, in 1912, he delivered 
@ course of lectures, attended by 
fashionable Paris, in which he declared 
that although the women of France 
were advancing the men had steadily 
degenerated since the Revopition.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—The body 
of Sir Moses Ezekiel, world famous 
sculptor, who died in Rome, Italy, in 
1917, will be buried in Arlington Na- 
tional Cenfétery on March 30. Services 
will be held at the grave. 


Moses Ezekiel was a native of Rich- 
mond, Va., and as a youth fought with 
the Confederate cadets in the defense 
of Newmarket. He expressed a wish to 
be buried at Arlington,’ where he had 
erected a monument to his fellow sol- 
diers of the Confederacy. His title was 
derived from two decorations conferred 
on him by the Grand Duke of Saxe- 
Meiningen for sculptural works. .

Mr. Garrison said that’ the ew 
York Gonsolidated Railroad Com y; 
the subsidiary which operated the line, 
had guaranteed a mortgage of §$60,- 
000,000 which was in default and under 
foreclosure ; that! ft owed accumulated 


interest on the mortgage amounting to 
$2,372,170.20, and that another item 
for which the company was responsible 
consisted of $13,000,000 in receivers’ cer- 
tificates. Then Mr. Garrison's letter 


reat of the above sums, in addition 
to others not enumerated, are liens upon 
the property and income of the receiver- 
ship prior to claims against the ¢om- 
pany arising before the receivership. 
The damage claims arising out of the 
Malbone Street accident were prior to 
the receivership. 

“It has always been the hope of Judge 
Mayer and the receiver that in-the re- 
organization, which undoubtedly will be 
neceg#sary, some way would be found to 
provide funds or other means of com- 
pensating these, unfortunate victims of 
that accident.

Former Public Service Commis- 
sioner Points Out Borough’s 
Advantages.

Travis H. Whitney, former head of the 
Public. Service Commission, and an ex- 
pert qn city transportation, severely, 
criticlses Brooklyn for. its small tewn 
spirit in an article printed in the cur- 
rent number of the Brooklyn Chamber 
of Commerce Bulletin. He explains that 
this provincial attitude is probably due 
to the fact that for many “years the 
present Brooklyn was divided into 
many small ‘and sparsely populated 
towns. -When.the present rapid transit 
system was laid out; he says, the great- 
er share of the lines went to the ‘* best 
grabber’”’ afid “that Queens and” the 
Bronx beat Brooklyn at this game. 

He calls attention to the opposition of 
the borough to the Ashland Place’ con- 
nection which defeated this improvement 
for several years and. to the :continuing 
opposition to the proposed ecrosstown 
subway. Writing of the’ future Mr. 
Whitney says: -

For example, Brooklyn 
has areas for development, superior ‘in 
time, distance and transit facilities to 
Manhattan, yet Brooklynites are the 
ones who magnify the ills of Brooklyn 
transit.

@ British labor, leader moves to’ amend . 
the German reparations measure on 
grounds concerning British labor, not the 
British Government or the British people, 
and a French jury acquits the “con- 
spirators” in the strike for which the 
Confederation Générale du Travail was 
dissolved in criminal proceedings. These 
ecntradictory positions-raise the question 
in principle: When are labor unions’ dec- 
tivities within their rights, and when do 
ok offend against the rights of all?

its house on four pillars, one of which is 
“The surplus wealth for the common 
good.” ~~ That may not be Bolshevism, 
but it points in the same direction, and 
would have results which were a mere 
prediction until Russia gave the demon- 
stration. 

The French: courtroom resounded with 
shouts of. protest against. the acquittal 
of the/fifteen radicals, communists, who 
were charged with activities against the 
Government by promoting .a_ general 
styike for the nationalization of French 
railways. Two of the defendants were 
élected Deputies last week by f vote 
double that last previously cast in the 
same distxict,. Thus the constituencies 
and the jury were agreed against the 
citizens in court, who were so outraged 
in their feelings that it was necessary 
forcibly to clear the courtroom. The de- 
fense which freed the prisoners was the 
same set-up in several of. our statutes;. 
one being the declaration in the Clayton 
law that labor’s cause is so meritorious 
that nothing done in promotion of it is.a 
crime. _ That~was too strong for the 
C: G. T., which disavowed the general 
strike that was the ground of the prose- 


. » cution. The strike began with the dis- 


cipline of a unionist who absented him- 
self without leave to attend a. meeting 
of union officials. Then there followed 
an “ outlaw” strike like our own, which 
developed into a general strike for the 


'- nationalization of, the railways, recogni- 


tion of the unions,-workers’ control and 
other issues, none of which are atehnatays 
here. 

Happily American. labor has sek: gone 
so far as either French or British ‘labor. 


It is readily and candidly recognized ‘in | 


favor of American labor that it shared

that within a week it has separated itself 
from ‘the International Federation of

“THE FANALY AUTOMOBILE. 


Since there is an automobile in the 
United States for every ten persons, in- 
cluding infants in arms and Indians not 
taxed, this chariot of democracy_is near 
to the business and bosom of-multitudes, 
whose joy in ease and motion js only 
tempered by the-necessity of always put- 
ting money enough in their purses to pay 
their fines. The “family automobile,” 
which the owner uses for the benefit of 
his family, is perhaps the commonest 
variety.”. Suits for the negligent use of: 
such: domestic cars by mémbers of the 
family are common. It is pretty hard. 
for the owner to make out just what his 
liability is. An article in The Michigan 
Law . Review discusses cases. and 
doctrines on this point. A father is not 
liable for the negligence of his child on 
account of the mere fact of ownership; 
nor does the mere relationship of father 
and child make the former liable per se. 
It is “substantially agreed” that the 
father is liable if the child drives as his 
actual agent; and, of course, pater can’t 
be made-to pay when the boy agent turns 
business into pleasure, or takes the car 
out against orders, 

Then we come into a tangle of difficul- 
ties. If the negligent son is the licensed 
chauffeur of the family, or if he is driv- 
ing its members at his father’s command. 
or implied request, the father’s liability / 
is clear. Difficulty leaps up when a 
child, permitted to use the car for his own 
purposes, is driving. it -either alone or 
with non-members of his family when 
the accident happens. {Some courts, by 
a rather metaphysical extension of the 
doctrine of “family purpose,” apply it 
when he is driving for his own purpose. 
They assume that/the car, at the moment 
of accident, was used for the object or 
business for <which the owner kept it, 
the driver acting as the. owner’s 
agent. © Other courts think that this 
theory breaks the neck of logic and 
tortures the-principles of agency. Then 
they proceed to strain and stretch the 
theory of liability curiously, at least to 
the darkened eyes of Jaymen. It is 
papa’s duty to amuse his children. They 
are acting as his agents when they take 
a spin in the machine. ‘ One salutes with 
gratitude the ironical Judge who says: 

If daughter, took her friend riding, 
she might think.she was yout merely 
for her own pleasure; but she was 
mistaken; she was conducting fgther’s 

‘*pbusiness,’” as his *‘agent.”" If‘son 

took his best girl riding, prima facie it 

was father’s little outing by proxy; and 
if any accident happened, prima facie 
father was liable. 


A doctrine this of “ theoretical and at- 
tenuated. agency,” as the New York 
Court of Appeals says. The latest de- 
cisions tend to release the father from 
ligbility for the tantrums of his’ off- 

ring out fer a “ spin ” on: his own hook. 
If-father is liable for every tort of every. 
member of his ‘family, seeking pleasure 
and recreation, he would be liable for 
his .son’s unhappy performances with ‘a 
golf club, a hors¢,.a gun. This liability 
in the case of a horse hgs been distinctly 
denied by a Maine court; . The theory 
that ‘a driver using a machine for his 
own, purposes is the agent of somebody 
else for some other purpdses ‘is queer 
logically and has arisen from the “ dan- 
gerous character ” of the automobile.’ As 
one. Judge has said delightfully, the old 
legal maxim is amended so 4s to read,

TOO ‘NEGATIVE YQUTH. 


Lig extraordinary _ amount> of “ con- 
cern,” in the Quaker ‘sense, seems to be 
felt just now about the younger genera- 
tion. \ Its literary and artistic standards, 
its moral and social views, its political 
opinions are endlessly discussed. The 
last number of The Bookman, for ex- 
‘ample, has several articles on the young 
enthusiasts, the young intellectuals, and 
so on, And the point stressed is that 
youth is in revolt: . Everything that the 
elders approve it rejects. It doesn’t like 
their novels, their poetry, their criticism, 
their painting, their morals, their 
politics, The characteristic attitude of 
the young is thus represented as a-tre- 
mendous negative. 

There is no great novelty.” in this. 
Frosty conservatives today cannot forget 
that they were flaming wradicals in their 
hot and rebellious youth. MARK Pattr- 
SON used to Say that-Oxford students al- 
ways revolted against their teachers, 
with the result that opinion in thé uni- 
versity completely changed every thirty 
years—the rebel undergraduates coming 
back to be professors only in their turn 
to be rebelled against. Youth is always 
‘iconoclastic, but would appear to be more 
absorbingly so today than before, if we 
are to believe the alarmed mentors. 
.| Young, men and women are trying to 
make a jolly smash of .what has been 
established. They don’t seem to be build- 
ing much of anything on the ruins they 
would make. 

Here is where the chance comes, ac- 
cording, to a veteran English critic, for 
greatly daring boys or girls. Let them 
boldly proclaim to the. world what they. 
like! We: know to’ surfeit what they 
‘don’t like. The sensation would: be to 
find out. what suits. them. If they are 
satisfied with poems on a battered tin 
can on a garbage heap, or on a dead 
fish floating in the gutter, let them make 
that important fact known. Grant that 
thé old’is repulsive; show us the attrac- 
tive new. “The rising generation ought 
to be able to rise to the height of the 
great modern canon.of criticism: “I 
know what I like.” | Then it could tell 
others what that is. 








A DANGER TO THE ARTS. 


A few days ago representatives of the 
moving picture industry met with the 
Rev.. Dr. Witpur F. Crarts, Superin- 
tendent of the International Reform 
Bureau, and other ‘professional reform- 
ers who had announced; their intention of 
working for a motion picture censor- 
,ship.. After a long discussion it was 
announced that the representatives of 
the industry had themselves agreed fo 
“eliminate certain evils which the reform- 
ers had alleged, and that in consequence 
of this promise the campaign for the 
censorship would be abandoned. 

Now Dr. Crarts announces the draft 
of a bill for an “ interstate commerce 
motion: picturé commission” to do -the 
work which the motion picture producers 
promised to do a few days ago. — Dr. 
CraFTs, it appears, virtually got the 
movie men to plead guilty by holding out 


the hope of a light sentence; and now. 


he appeals for the full rigor of the law— 
with their-confession as justification for 
his severity. The morality of this is no 
doubt apparent to reformers; among the 
worldly it excites wonder. 

Fourteen classes. of pictures, carefully 
defined, are to. be excluded from inter- 
state. commerce if this bill is enacted. 
Those definitions ought to be studied 
carefully. In the hands of a stupid 
censor any one of them could be ridieu- 
lously misinterpreted./ In. the hands of 
a political censor—and censorship has. a 
way of becoming political—some of ‘them 
could’ be outrageously misused. At best 
they depend on decisions of delicate and 
debatable matfers.. What does it meana 
for example, “ to make virtue odious and 
vice attractive "2 What.is an “ unneces- 
sarily prolonged ” demonstration of love? 
What is the difference between empha- 
sized and unemphasized sex ‘appeal? 


There is room for a world of argu-. 


ment about. \the intention of thesé 
clauses; but.the intention of two others 
seems plain: -Among.-the films ‘to he 
‘excluded are “stories or ‘scenes which 
“ ridicule or deprecaté public. officials, 
“officers of the law, the United States 
““ Army, the United. Statés. Navy. or 
“ other governmental authority, or which 
“tend to weaken the authority of the 
“law.” . Pretty clearly this’is designed 
to suppress any picture which refers to 
the present. condition of » ‘prohibition en- 
forcemeht, the eccentric behavior of some 
of the enforcement agents or the whole 
question of observance of the Volstead 
act.

A NATIVE TABLE GARDEN, | 

All those who have loved and lost 
‘ Japanese table. gardétis should have gone’ 
to the Flower Show’ to see what, without 
apology to Broadway, maybe called a | 
Connecticut Winter Garden. The plants 
in it come from the “ native garden ” of 
Mr. B. T; FaRcHILD, which lies, some 
hundreds of ‘acres broad, on the slopes 
of Quaker Ridge, near Greenwich, and in 
the valley at the foot of it. That is a 
landscape which to the casual eye seems 
much like-any. other, but ;which has been. 
as artistically composed. as the work. of |. 
a landscape: painter, and far more care- 
fully detailed. It contains most’ of the 
trees native to the State and virtually all 
of. the shrubs and wild flowers—groves 
of oak or hickory, birch or. cedar; ledges 
yellow. with flowering prickly pear; 
broad .underwoods of laurel and azalea; 
thickets of witch-hazel, ‘huckleberry, ' 
candleberry; hillside “pastures ’ ringed 
with -sweetfern; meadows \ glorious in 
Auturnn: with, goldenrod, -purple aster. 
and the dusty crimson of Joe-Pye weed} 
swamps and water gardens that rejoice 
in the unfamiliar beauty of cardinal 
flower, pickerel.:weed, -gentian.- -But 
here, in this littlé garden, flowers of any 
kind ‘would be as. uncouth and strange 
as. the efflorescent beauties of Broadway. 
There is nothing but what one may find 
jin the woods on.any open Winter day. 
But, being native, it thrives indoors, so 
that one may cherish it and yet escape 
the tragic end inevitable to Ueggpainne 
Japanese- garden: 

The variety of native plants that hold 
their green through the Winter is quite 
astonishing;- and to make place for a 
liberal fepresentation this garden is 
huge—some -four feet long. There are 
a few seedling cedars and hemlocks that 
\give mass.and compositionto the whole. 
Some space is spared for ground pine 
and the burly-club moss, 
most part the garden is composed of. the 
more delicate mosses and. lichens, ex- 
quisitely shaded from -velvet green ‘to 
pearly ct which grow among minia- 








ture ledgés of mica-flaked, marble-veined 
rock bordering. a serpentine lagoon. 
From a score of nooks and crannies 
grow Christmas fern, laurel, coltsfoot, 
and the delicaté pipsissewa—it would be 
a mighty hunter of wild flowers who 
could name them all! The only touch 
of color is lent by the scarlet fruit of 
wintergreen and partridge berry and one 
strange globule of red as big as a cran- 
berry. Upon the central ledge is a 
prickly pear with its cactus spines. 

For reasons unknown this garden has 
only a silver medal. - Possibly the com- 
position leaves something to be desired; 
but certainly the conception is of a 
golden originality. There are those who 
prefer prize winners at the cattle show 
to the wild gazelle, and the gazelle to the 
hardy deer of dur native woods. Even 
so, there are those who prefer-the ne: 
splendors, ‘the gigantic blossoms,’ of 
commercial -florist to the alpine ae 
‘garden, and the alpine. rock garden to 
the homely grace of partridge berry and 
pipsissewa. | Let them. have their pref- 
erences and receive their due reward. 
But ‘there are.others who find a nearer 
and more’ pervasive loveliness in the 
plants that bring with them reminders of 
the shy delicacy and hardy mentee of our 
native woods.

Terms of New System Explained by 
Federal Prohibition Director 
O’Connor. 





Are Optimistic of the Future, 
Says Tourist. 








Those who seek to know the exact 
@ondition of business in Brazil need not 
look far beyond their own boundaries 
for comparison, according to a report 
just received from Allen Walker of thé 
Guaranty Trust Company's International 
Trade Service, who is now making-a tour 
of investigation through South America. 
Commerce in Brazil is much the same 
as nearly everywhere else in the world, 
and, to a large degree, for kindred rea- 
sons, Mr. Walker says. There is in 
every port of Brazil an accumulation of 
merchandise purchased—mostly under 
contract—at -prices which no longer af- 
ford opportunity for sale at a profit to 
the distributer. Exchange rates aggra- 
vate the difference in prices of goods; 
hence repeated requests for extensions. 

** Shipments Which have been coming 
forward for the last two months are 
largely in response to orders placed in 
the United States six, seven, and even 
ten months ago,"’ says the report. “The 
domestic demand in the United States at 
that time, and for several months after, 
was so great that the American man- 
‘wfacturer was either unable to supply 
the foreign. market, or, as is known 
to be true in very many cases, the 
foreign market was mentected for the 
sake of nearer and allegedly safer con-4 

“gumption and payment. The Brazilian 
importers, being unable to procure prom-~ 
ise of prompt delivery, and failing to 
find suitable merchandise in adequate 
volume in their former Huropean mar- 
kets, placed. duplicate orders with 4 
number of American manufacturers or 
agents for the same goods, just as they 
had done during the war, expecting that 
if quick delivery: was not possible from 
one urce, it would be from another. 
More or less suddenly conditions in the 
United States changed. The domestic 
demand decreased. sufficiently to leave 
gome surplus in the hands of the_pro- 
ducers, and the latter then—almost 
simultaneously—of course—sent to the 
Scuth American market merchandise 
which they had not been able to ship 
ore. 


Brazil Flooded With Goods. 


* And so the Brazilian importer began 
to feceive his goods, not merely from 
one of the sources he had tried, but 
from many or all of them, and all at 
the same time, or at least within a 


few weeks of one another. The result 
was heavy congestion and inability’ to 
meet demands for payment. - The Amer- 
{ean exporter, whose goods were most 
wage from every point of view, 
referred. The others received noti- 
fica on of ‘ refusal to Accept,’ or, where 
the obligation | was aifficu t to escape, 
uests for ‘extensions.’ The ever- 
rising dollar produced demands for fur- 
ther and still further ‘ extensions,’ many 
of which, because of. tight money and 
restricted credits at home, ended in 
compromises which permitted the Bra- 
zilian importers to take his goods out of 
customs at salable prices. 

‘* By. the placing of duplicate orders, 
@s a means of procuring shipment dur- 
ing last Spring and early Summer, the 
Brazilian importers, as goods es 
‘through in the rush of midsummer_an 
early Fall, found themselves pore te 

* overbought.’ It could scarcely be oth- 
erwise, as there was every temptation to 


. overbuy. The end of 1919 saw a favor- 


able trade balance for. Brazil of more 
than $250,000,000, indicating a condition 
of prosperity, as abnormal as it was mis- 
leading to the less thoughtful business 
man. Instead of conserving credits the 
Brazilian merchants continued to buy, 
although exchange, rates rose steadily. 


Some Importers Do Not Suffer. 


“It would be misleading to indicate 
that this state of things was without 
local exceptions. There ate, of course, 
as everywhere, quite a number of solid 


importing firms here who neither have 
overbought nor have suffered impair- 
ment to their. credit. . There are im- 
rters ‘and  distributers—long-estab- 
fished and experienced—who have not 
canceled, repudiated or reduced a single 
shipment from the United States. Like- 
wise, there are exporters in New York, 
Boston, San Francisco, Philadelphia, 
timore, New Orleans, &c., who be- 
cause of their lo experience, did not 
meglect their foreign buyers, shipped 
promptly and regularly, and who have 
not suffered in consequence. These are 
the firms that have :spent money to send 
capable and rea ble men to select 
their agents here, to study the field, and 
who have been content to grow slowly 
and onset center in’ this as in other 
new and distant fields of commerce. 

** Notwithstanding the severity of con- 
ditions here, the people refuse to be dis- 
couraged. ile many of their institu- 
tions and their bases of civilization are 
much older than ours, the people feel 
that in most respects their country is 
young, their resources are unlimited, 
they ‘look forward to the future with an 
optimism which is at once an inspira- 

_ tion and a handicap—the latter because 
the people are’not presently thriftful. 
They instinctively know their own won- 
derful recuperative powers. Theirs is a 
land of promise and boundless oppor- 
tunity. They are adaptable in the ex- 
treme. The Brazilian who has tasted 
riches can, if he has to, most speedil 
and not unhappily return to the condi- 
tion in which he lived before his wealth 
came to him. He sees immigrants com- 
ing in hundreds by every Huropean boat 
and disappearing into the interior to till 
the soil and build roads for the produc- 
tion of more prosperity for all con- 
“cerned. And to his temperament the 

_ silver lining is more vivid than the cloud 
which overshadows his condition of the 
present hour.”’ 


WANTS 200,000 RABBITS. 


Entente Also Demands Bees and 
Dogs From Germany. 


BERLIN, Feb. 23.—Bees, Belgian 
hares and sheep dogs are among the 
domestic pets the Entente powers are 
demanding from Germany. The ship 
carrying the miscellaneous assortment 
of animals which Germany’s former 
enemies are demanding will have almost 
as great an assortment as Noah’s craft. 

Decision of the Reparations Commis- 
gion on the exact number of rabbits 
which Germany, must deliver has been 
postponed for a month. The Entente 
demanded 209,000. Meantime, the Ger- 
man rabbit crop is increasing at a rec- 
ord pace. 

The Entente demanded 10,000 dogs, 
and showed no disposition to accept 
~ Dachshunds. 

Twenty-five thousand hives of bees are 
demanded. ‘Kk: hundred and a 
he-goats and 25,000 she-goats, 1,500,000 
eke and hens, shéep and cattle and 
horses in large corer were sought by 
the Entente, and the Germans ed 
to these requests.

Charies R.. O'Connor, Federal Prohi- 
bition Director for this State, announced 
yesterday that his officé was ready to 
put into effect the new ruling which 
permits the issuance of what is known 
asthe ‘floating: permits ’”’ for non-bev- 
erage alcohol. ‘The new rules apply to 
wholesale dealers holding proper ~per~ 
mits dealing in or using tax-paid indua- 
trial alcohol. alone, and wholesale deal- 
ers who desire'to hereafter deal in alco- 
hol in original tax-paid stamp packages 
exclusively. Applications are to be made 
in triplicate to the Federal Prohibition 
Director. The permits will. be good for 
ninety days. : 

“The Federal Prohibition Director,” 
the statement says, ‘’on receiving said 
application, will endorse his approval or 
disapproval on each of the three copies 
of the application filed by said permit- 
tee and forward all three copies to the 
Federal Prohibition Commissioner, who 
will approve or disapprove same. If the 
Federal Prohibition Commissioner ap- 
proves his application he will note his 
approval:on all three copies, one of 
which will be retained in the files by 
the Federal Prohibition Commissioner 
at Washington. The other two copies 
will be forwarded to the Federal Pro- 
hibition Director with whom eaid ap- 
plication wag in the first instance filed, 
who ‘will retain one copy’ in his files 
and forward the remaining copy to the 
applicant together with his first per- 
mit .to — which is given for 


ae mye ay permit to purchase will be issued 
for a fixed number of proof gallons 
not exceeding the maximum quantity 
covered by the applicant’s bond. In the 
case of bonds in the maximum penal sum 
of less than $50,000 the amount of proof 
gallons will be based upon the es ated 
proof gallons in the application for a 
period of ninety days. 


Conditions of Permit System. 


‘* Any person holadmg basic permit to 
use alcohol, including a retail druggist, 
may make application in triplicate to 
the Federal Prohibition Director to be 
classed as a user of industrial alcohol 
and receive a ninety-day permit to pur- 
chase’ such alcohol in original packages 
only. The procedure after the filing of 
said application with the Director is the 
same as heretofore outlined for whole- 
salers. 
“* Persons to whom the ninety-day per- 
mit to purchase in original stamped 
packages only has been issued may pur- 
chase same only from dealers holding 
said blanket permits, so-called, or from 
bonded- warehouses. Wholesale rug 
= to whom permits to purchase have 
een issued, and who are also qualified 
to sell alcohol in quantities of less than 
five wine gallons through a registered 
pharmacist, agg 4 transfer, after making 
proper entry ereof in their record, 
such alcohol, in original stamped pack- 
ages, to their retail department, and 
sell from the same, as retai] druggists. 
A package of alcohol containnig less 
than five zene gallons does not have to 
be stampe 

“* Who is crupmiats who qualify as 
users of industrial alcohol but who sell 
intoxicating liquor other than alcohol 
in ies re stamped packages may pro- 
cure alcohol for their own manufactur- 
ing use on proper application. Such 
alcohol as they wish to resell, either as 
a wholesale or retail ns aay Sages dealer, must 
be purchased pursuan the proce- 
dure heretofore in effect and such sales, 
whether in original- stamped packages or 
otherwise, may only be cade pursuant 
to , Permit to purchase. 

“A permittee on Bay oni for a blan- 
ket permit to purchase good for ninety 
days must indicate in said application 
the concern or concerns from whom he 
desires to gen mae alcohol during said 

eriod, and only the persons named 
erein, holders of permits to sell, can 
ship under the authority conferred by 
said blanket permit. 


Application for Removal. 


*“ At the close of each ninety-day pe- 
riod the blanket permit shall be trans- 
mitted by the holder thereof to the 
Federal Prohibition Director with an 
application for renewal indorsed on the 


back hereof. The application for the 
renewal shall state the quantity of al- 
cohol on hand and in transit. Imme 
diately upon receipt thereof the Di- 
rector, in case he finds the ‘permittee 
entitled thereto, shall promptly issue a 
renewal permit and forward the same 
to the ay | roe This renewal permit 
will be ued for not more than the 
maximum quantity covered by the ap- 
plicant’s bond, or as indicated in his 
orieing! epplication in case he has filed 
a bond e@ penal sum of $50,000. 

‘“‘The Federal Prohibition act makes 
it the duty of the governmental authori- 
ties charged witih the administration 
thereof to permit and encourage the use 
of ind al aleohol. These so-called 
blanekt permits will be issued only to 
those concerns dealing in alcohol who 
in the opinion of the Director and the 
Commissioner, have established their 
right thereto by their previous course of 
dealihg. All others will ‘be required to 
chtain alcohol under the rocedure 
which has Refotore been in effect. 
This so-call blanket permit and the 
pr ocedure for procuring the same is 
argely experimental and its continu- 
ance will depend in a setae measure 
upon the manner in which the persons 

and concerns obtaining the same com- 
ply with the law. This it will be seen 
that the burden is placed upon the dea 
er or user, as the case may be, to see 
to it that no evasions occur and that 
the law is fully complie dwith ff they 
desire to be permitted to continue to 
wey, oy iy oe and privileges con- 
erred these rr regulations and so-

the value of $7,517,989, and exports of 
$17,748,835. This is almost double the 
tigure for 1918, when the low level for 
the ten-year period from 1910 to 1919 
was established. In that year the total] 
foreign trade amounted to only $13,358,- 
897. of which $3,735,023 were imports and 
$9,623,874 were exports. 

The United States, as usual pre- 
dominated in both the export and im- 
port fields, taking 35 per cent. of the 
exports and furnishing 78 per cent. of 
the imports. It is interesting to note 
that the United Kingdom is rapidly 
coming up to our country again in the 
importation of goods from Costa Rica. 
During the war her purchases fell off 
rapidly, dwindling in 1818 to the insig- 
nificant figure of $166,873. In 1919, how-

Intersettiement League Finds 
They Haven’t Enough Sports- 
manship to Play as Boys. 


*PROFESSIONAL’ IS DEFINED 


Miss Edna Blue 
to Standardize Athletics—More 
Gymnasium Work Sought. 


* When is a professional not a profes- 
@ional?’’ This question arose in organ- 
izing the Intersettlement: Girls’ Basket- 
ball League when some settlement teams 
refused to play others becausé they con- 
sidered them professionals. 

Not finding rulings sufficiently clear 
on the subject, the ‘* League ’’ has drawn 
up a set of rules defining an amateur 
@portswoman to its own-satisfaction and 
limiting the conditions under which she 
may play. Under these rules, which 
are based on those of the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union, any girl in any settlement 
who wishes to, join in athletic contests 
of any sort registers with the Athletic 
Committee of the Intersettlement Senior 
Girls’ Association, and automatically: be- 
comes an amateur.’ If she breaks the 
rules by unsportsmanlike conduct, or by 
receiving money for playing or for 
coaching, she ceases to be an amateur 
thenceforth and forever. 

The Intersettlement Senior Girls’ As- 
sociation, which includes all the older 
girls in settlement houses throughout the 
city, is trying sey to get all the teams 

laying according to iris’ rules—or as 

ey say “* playing girls’ rules ’’ instead 
of *‘ boys’ rules,’"” as most of them are 
gd Sone. The association finds this 
ell pg ns to handle, however, as 

) ae rules, the girls claim, are so much 
more fun. When one has ‘had the ‘free- 
dom of the whole field, it is mighty bard 
to be confined to-a small space, and not 
to be able to lay en bends on any- 
thing but the ball. ' 


Not Fitted to Play Boys’ Rules. 


In the opinion of Miss Edna Blue ‘of 
Hudson Guild, Chairman of the Athletic 
Committee, the change must come about. 
She says: 

‘‘Girls are not fitted to play boys’ 
rules. It is impossible for them. The 


intense exertion necessary when they 
play all over the field is too much of a 
strain on thevheart. These girls are not 
im training. Many of them are only in 
the gymnasium once a week when they 
practice basketbail. And over- 
exertion when they are not in condition 
tells on them severely in the long run. 

‘Girls are not up to playing boys’ 
rules in a clean sportsmanlike ' way, 
This sounds harsh, and I hate to say it, 
but it’s true.’ Boys play a clean e 

the ball, when girls play s’ 
rules they don’ t play a clean game. 
Girls are not such good sports, and I 
think it is because they have. lacked 
training in sport for. generations .and 
ye gg The whole idea of sport is 

rand new to their psychology, and they 
don’t know how to live up to it. There 
is no tradition bred in them to be a 
dead game sport, as there is in a man. 
We used to give girls dolls to og Dn piers 
and now when we give them a basket- 
ball instead, and talk. to them about 
team play, it’s going to take them some 
little while to get ‘on to the game. 

**Of course there are glorious excep- 
tions, but. the majority of the girls don’t 
know how to work for the good of the 
team. They take everything too per- 
gonally. For instance, when one boy 
is replaced y another in the second half 
of a game, the first boy cheers his suc- 
cessor, even though his heaft be heavy. 
But what. happens when you try to shift 

a girl? It almost splits the team = two. 
Sunt the other day I tried it. ' Ar-girl 
wasn’t going to play in the match the 
following week, and I thought it would 
be a good time for her substitute to get 
some practice in the last quarter of the 

ame. Foolishly, at the end of the first 

alf I told the first girl my plans. 


Whole Team Nearly Explodes. 


“‘Up she went like a rocket, and then 
eff to put on her shoes and stockings, 
declaring that she wouldn’t play another 
minute if she was going to be put out 
like that. Then her ‘ girl friend’ joined 
her in a sympathy. strike. ,The whale 
team was near the exploding point, and 
little Molly, the substitute, was the loud- 
est of all, declaring that she wasn’t 
going to play and then have every one 
saying she put the other girl out. 

‘* Now, what are you going to do with 
a team spirit like that? And yet it’s 

@ good team when it plays well. It 
isn't that it lacks team spirit, but it’s 
got the ong kind, maybe too much of 
the ‘spirit’ and not enough of the 
‘team’ in its work. The only thing to 
do is just to keep working away at the 
problem, and sometimes results. are 
shown which give great hope for the 
future, ‘as when recently af a good,

‘@rying te Standardize Athletics. 


“We are trying to standardize ath- 
letics for girls and also to get more girls 
interested in sport. As yet none of the 
settlements are able to’ set aside suffi- 
elent time in their gymnasiums for the 
girls. The gymnasiums are really or- 
ganized for the boys, and the girls usu- 
ally. are given off periods, maybe only 
once or twice a week. The constant plea 
of the yin sogpees is that the space must 
be used by the eet eingeeed possible, 
and that not eno girls come out to 
make the giving of more time: to them 
advisable. This has always been a sore 
point with the girls, and last Summer 
at the Senior Girls’ Conference at Bound 
Brook, N. J., ‘where there were many 
representatives from aJl settlements, this 
desire for more gymnasium acpommoéga- 
tions was given first consideration.’ 

Later the Intersettlement Sehior Girls’ 
Association was a ar with an Ath- 
letic Committee. Girls’ Basketball 

e@ was oe dad among fifteen 
different settlements, and a series’ of 
matches is now being played off. The 
series will be finished about April 1, 
and a banner awarded the winning team. 
Already a much friendlier spirit among 
the various settlement teams is notice- 
able, and the girls are learning to en- 
joy the game even if they are beaten.

During the present year the price bid 
by foreign purchasers for the new geld 
arriving in Wondort has ranged from 
1168 114 per fine ounce to 1048 74.

‘* We do not pass on. that issue “of fact 
further than to say that the claim of 
the petitioners that the so-called free 
assets which passed at the sale were of 
very great value has not been sus- 
tained.’’: 

The full text of the opinion follows: 

“* All the property of the raflroad com- 
pany was sold by the master on Nov. 
20, 1920, subject to its mortgaged indebt- 
edness of $121,000,000, for-$5,000,000.. The 
latter gum was the upset price fixed by 
the court, and the suceessful bidders are 
the beneficiaries for whom the: plaintiff 
obtained and holds a judgment against 
the railroad company for more than $35,- 
000,000.. This- suit is being maintained 
by it as their Trustee for the Pir yen of 
poliscting that judgment. fore the 
sale came on certain stockholders in the 
railroad company, appearing for them- 
s@lves individually and also as a com- 
mittee for other stockholders,. by petition 

ed that the sale be postponed to a 
later Gate for reasons assigned by them, 
which was denied by us on the ground 
stated in a written opinion filed in this 
cause; and ‘our action in that respect 
has. been fully confirmed by the Court 
of Appeals. 


Asserted Price Was Inadequate. 


“The same. petitioners, with other 
stockholders, .came in again after the 
sale and asked. that the sale be not 
confirmed, on, the claim that the bid 
of $5,000,000 for the equity in the: prop- 
erty was so far below its real value 
as to be grossly inadequate and shock- 
ing to the conscience. Affidavits have 
been filed in support, and there are 
‘counter-affidavits. Those in . support 
place the value of the equity at $40,- 
000,000 to $100,000,000, and those in: op- 
position at not in excess of the amount 

, and some give no value to. the 
equity. We do not. now pass on that 
issue of fact further than to say that

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EUROPE UNDER THE AR 
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By ANNE MeCORMICK 


URIOUS, is it not, how street 
lighting affects one’s im- 
pressions and memories of 
cities? It is almost true to 

say that by their lights you may 

know them. Every dim town is not 
gloomy, and every bright town is not 
gay; but there are revelations to be 
seized only when the gratuitous sun- 
light is turned off and you behold 
cities illuminated by lamps of their 


own making. 


By day you take photearapiis of 
cities: You get to know them 
physically—which is beautiful and 
which is ugly, which is debonair and 
which is dull, which is opulent and 
which is seedy, which climbs and 
which grovels. You learn that New 
York is tall and slim; that London is 


‘galiow and matronly; that Rome is 


billowy and easygoing; that Brus- 
sels is-a pert bourgeoise who wears 
@ good deal or gold; that Paris is 
sparkling and handsome, la grande 
ville par excellence. Bv day they 
are all more or less similarly occu- 
pied, ki and building, buying 
and selling, fretting over the same 
business, fussing over the same af- 
fairs. 

By night they become themselves. 





“By night you are able to get por- 


traits of cities, portraits of golden- 
lighted gloom like Rembrandt’s. You 
get to know them spiritually—which 
is kind and-which is cruel, which is 
generous: and which is niggardly, 
which ts merry and which is sad, 
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“New York is young and friendly; London js slow-minded and sentimental and sociable; Rome is wakeful and talkative; Brussels is gay and 


gregarious; Paris is indifferent, reflective and self-contained.” 


which is domestic and which is vaga- 
bond, which are kindred and which 
are strangers. You learn that New 
York is young and friendly; that 
London is slow-minded and _ senti- 
mental and sociable; that Rome is 
wakeful and talkative; that Brussels 
is: gay and gregarious; that Paris is 
indifferent, reflective and self-cen- 
tained. 


The European capitals show the 
changes wrought by the war more by 
night than by day. The surface dif- 
ferences are obliterated, but the 
spiritual changes are more manifest. 
You cannot see so well how shabby 
they are, how conspicuous is the 
splash of a newly painted building 
along streets long unpainted. You 
do not notice the crumbling corners 
of plaster walls. You lose the sense 
of fadedness, disrepair and decay 
which the artist ‘may like for its 
picturesquenéss, but which the rest 
of us rather resent for thrusting up- 
en us unwelcome evidences of mis- 
fortune, and exhaustion. But you do 
see the people, You see them re- 
laxed, released from the dailines# of 
the days, amused or seeking amuse- 
ment. Or you do not see them, which 
is quite-as significant. 

Paris shows least of the allied 
capitals the wear and tear of the war 
years. The painters and patchers 
are very busy in Paris and the build- 
ings in many of the most-frequented 
streets are so uniformly bright with 
fresh paint, cream-walied and 
green-shuttered, that they look mare 





cheerful than they ever did. Nearly 
all the hotels and shops have been 
renovated.

New York 
is probably her best competitor now, 
but New York is still too young to

Here Dr. Brandes boldly defied ac- 
cepted conventions by making the 
poetry and plays of Shakespeare tell 
the story of his life. If we are to 
find Shakespeare, future biography 
must follow_this lead, co-ordinately 
with historical research. , 

When Dr. Brandes‘s book was pub- 
lished in 1898 the present writer had

and not mere abstractions, as Halli- 
well-Phillipps and certain of his fol- 
lowers assert—was the end toward 
which I now directed my research. 

In 1903 1 published -‘* Shakespeare 
and the Rival Poet,’’ in which ‘I fol- 
lowed : a-suggestion- made some years 
before by Professor Minto regarding 
George Chapman as the rival poet of 
the Sonnets. My argument was then 
received: coldly by reviewers, but has 
since been accepted by many Conti- 
nental and English authorities. 

About forty years after Shake- 
speare’s death two antiquaries, An- 
thony Wood and John Aubrey, then 
working at Oxford, recorded current 
gossip connecting Shakespeare's 
name with that of Mistress Dave- 
nant, hostess of the Crown Tavern. 
In 1913, linking this gossip with 
some new findings J had made, I 
published “ Mistress Davenant, the 
Dark Lady of Shakespeare’s Son- 
nets,’’ arguing for the identity of 
Matthew Roydon, a friend of the 
poet Chapman, as the author of the 
anonymous poem .of ‘* Willobie his 
Avisa,” and for the identity of Mis- 
tress Davenant, hostess of the Crown 
Tavern of Oxford, as the dark lady 
of the 8S ot: My evid for 
Roydon’s authorship, though rejéct-. 
ed by most reviewers, was at once 
accepted by several:Continental and 
English scholars; Professor Bang of 
Louvain University sdon afterward 
advancing additional evidence of its 
truth, in a publication of the Royal 
Society of. Belgium. - : 

The argument in both of the above 
mentioned books was based nearly 
altogether upon literary analysis, and 
it now occurred to me that the theory 
regarding Mistress Davenant of Ox- 
ford as the dark lady might possibly 
be fortified by evidence of a more 
literal nature to be gained by anti- 

quarian rezearch. 

Shortly after the publication of my 
second boole in 1913, I wrote to the 
Mayor of Oxford asking him if 1

The Mayor kindly turned my letter 
over to the City Clerk, who in turn 
showed it to the Rev. H E. Salter, 
President of the Oxford Historical 
Society; a gentleman with whom ai 
that time I was entirely unacquaint: 

In a few weeks I received the 
following letter from Mr. Salter: 
- he Manor House, 
Dry Sandford, 1, Abingdon, | 
Dear Sir: The Town ‘Clerk showed 
me your letter and asked me to an- 
swer it. I have recently found evi- 
dence that John Dayenant occupied 
the Crosse Inn in St. Martin’s Par- 
ish, an old inn still in existence, but 
now known as the Golden Cross. 
a lease dated September, 1619, re- 
lating to a tenement Pac sigh Street, 
which is bownded on the north by the 
Golden Cross, the wording is ‘‘ abut- 
ting upon a atone wall, belonging to 
the Crosse Inn, now in the occupa- 
tion of John Davenant. vintner.”’ 
Here the link I had looked for seemed 
to be found. The cross of the inn wes 
evidently St. George’s cross—a red 
cross upgn a white field—at that 
time, and for many years before, the

I then wrote Mr. Salter asking 
him if it would be possible to find 
out how long anterior to 1619 Dav- 
enant had become connected with 
this property, as my clues indicated 
his connection with it since 1591-92. 
Shortly afterward Mr. Salter sent 
me transcripts of leases taken out 
in 1592 upon the Crosse Inn and the

Mr. Salter also 
informed me that E. ‘Thurlow 
Leeds, F. S. A., of the Ashmoioan 
Museum had proved that the tavern 
was not called the Crown until late 
iu the seventeenth century. 

In my next letter to Mr. Salter I 
asked him if from his knowledge of 
church history he could tell what 
town in Western England was con- 
nected by tradition with the militant 4 
missionary efforts of St. Augustin, 
as such a town is described as the 
home of Avisa before her marriage; 
her father being the Mayor of the 
town. Roydon’s description is as 
follows:

Mr. Salter immediately answered 
suggesting the City of Bristol, stat- 
ing that St. Augustine’s Abbey in 
Bristol ‘is alleged by tradition to 
have been built upon the site of an 
oak tree, known as “ St. Augus- 
tine’s oak,’’ where he is said to have 
encamped during his western cam- 
paign. 

An examinati&A of the topography. 
and history of Bristol convinced me 
that it was the town indicated by 
Roydon in ‘‘ WiHobie His Avisa.’”’ I 
then wrote Mr. Salter asking him ‘if 
it would be possible. to find out if 
there. was a Mayor named Bird in 
Bristol between 1583 and 1592. My 
reason for this being that .Roydon 
capitalizes the word ‘‘ Bird ’’ nearly 
every time that it appears in the 
poem,- and also suggests that the 
namé Avisa might have been de- 
rived from, the Latin Avis,..a bird.

search mage this morning for the 
Mayors of Bristol.. I find that the 
Mayor of Bristol in 1589 was Will- 
iam Bird, woolen draper; his monu- 
ment is in one of the churches. He | 
died on Oct. 8, 1590. I will have 
a search made for his will the next 
time I am in London, and learn if 
he had a daughter named Jane."’ 

A month later Mr. Salter wrote me 
as follows: ‘* My visit to Somerset 
House to inspect the will of Will- 
iam Bird yielded the following re- 
sults: His will was proved Oct. 16, 
1590; he had no daughter named 
Jane; he leaves £600 to his son 
William, £600 to Anne Bird, ‘ my 
youngest daughter,’ £300 to Myles 
Jackson and his wife, ‘my daugh- 
ter’; also £500 to William Sach- 
feilde, mercer, and his wife and two 
daughters, Anne and Marie.’’ 

‘* In Mistress Davenant, the Dark 
Lady of Shakespeare’s Sonnets,’’ 
published in 1913, I noted the fdliow- 
ing discrepancies in my identification 
of Avisa with Mistress Jane Dave- 
nant. First, that Roydon indicates 
the woman at.whom he points his 
story as ‘A. D.”, while Mistress — 
Davenant’s recorded name was Jane. 
Secondly, that the gossip of Wood 
and Aubrey, connecting Mistress 
Davenant’s name with Shakespeare, 
refers to conditions supposed to have 
been existent in 1604 and later, while 
** Willobie his ‘Avisa '’ refers to con- 
ditions antedating its publication in 
1594, and that the Mistress Dave- 
nant réferred to by Wood and Au- 


\ brey, conducted the Crown Tavern; 


while Avisa’s tavern was in some | 
way connected with St. George. With 
my new light, gained by my corre- 
spondence with Mr. Salter after the 
publication of my book, ‘I recognized 
the fact that Davenant was married 
twicé and, as I had. suggested in my 
publication, that W@god'’s and Au- 
brey’s gossip was a-belated echo of 
the early scandal.

ERE are’ two books on the 

same subject and almost on 

the same scale. One of 

them is American, the other 
4s British. Until his untimely death 
last Summer Professor Goodell filled 
a chair of Greek in Yale University, 
and Professor Norwood filled the 
chair of Greek in University €ol- 
lege, Cardiff. Both books have been 
planned for the benefit of the gen- 
eral reader. ‘The American author 
says that his aim “is to clear the 
way to a better understanding of 
Greek tragedy °’; and as ‘he is seek- 
_ ing to interpret a popular art in 
Greece to those who lack a know!l- 
edge of Greek he is careful to ex- 





Plain all Greek terms and to trans- 
late into English all quotations from 
Greek writers. The British author 
has not been so singie-minded; in 
fact, he declares that his purpose 
has been twofold—to provide classi- 
jeal students with difinite facts and 
to interest those general readers 
who -have little or no knowledge 
Unfortunately for Pro- 
fessor Norwood, he has fallen be- 
tween two stools—or, to be less un- 
complimentary, he has succeeded in 
+ ene of his purposes and failed in the 
other. What he has attempted is 
impossible of achievement, because 
the desires of the general reader and 
~ the needs of the classical student are 
widely dissimilar. What Professor 
‘Norwood has achieved is a book like- 
. »Ay to be useful to an English under- 
\ graduate who has a fair knowledge 
of Greek and who wants to have 
the available information about the 
Greek drama and the Greek theatre 
presented compactly. Such a stu- 








ek sil nl tea aabaiewtier Sioa te 
quent Greek quotations, and he may 
be grateful for the abundant foot- 
notes, referring him ‘to British and 
German authorities. There are sur- 
prisingly few references to French 
scholars—one or two to Croiset, but 
none to Patin; and there are no ref- 
erences to American scholars, not 
even to Capps or Flickinger. 

it must be:said also, that Professor 
Norwood has succumbed to the bril- 
liancy of Verrall’s fantastic ingenu- 
ities, whieh would have. no allure- 
ment for any one having an intimate 
understanding of the principles of 
the dramatic art. Verrall is 4a 
chaser of rainbows and his pot of 
gola is only German silver. More- 
over, Professor Norwood has not 
been able to divest himself of mod- 
ern -ways of thinking when he is 
dealing with the very primitive the- 
atre of the Athenians. For exam- 
ple, there is a word in Aristotle's 


** Poetics ‘* which has_always been 
translated as ‘‘ scene painting,’’ be- 
cause that is what the word is; and 
Professor Norwood seems to_ think 
that this implies the existence in 
Athens in the days of Sophocles of 
something approximating our mod- 
ern scenic art, which is unthinkable, 
if one takes the trouble to think 
about it. 

It must be added, moreover, that 
Professor Norwood reveals - no 
knowledge of Brunetiére’s ‘‘ Law of 
the Drama *’—perhaps because this 
epoch-making little paper has not 
yet been published in England. Nor 
is he familiar with the theory of 
the conventions which Sarcey first 
suggested and which has been widely 
developed by several American stu- 
dents of the stage. Sarcey’s theory 
is that an audience will tolerate any 
departure from the facts of life—the 
mask of the Athenian actors, for ex- 

ample, the absence of the fourth wall 
of every room in our modern play- 
houses, the exclusion of all irrele- 








cies which cumber the simplest 
event in everyday life—if only this 
departure.is for the pleasure and 
the profit of the. spectators them- 
selves. ‘Thus in the ‘‘ Agamemnon ”’ 
of .Aéschylus the watchman on the 
tower sees at last the beacon-fire 
which declares. the fall of Troy; in 
real life it would be days before the 
Grecian. captains could -return to 
their homes; and ‘yet half an hour 
after the beacon is seen in marches 
Agamemnon; and as ‘the Attic audi- 
ence wanted to see him and to see 





what would happen to him, it did 


not object to this telescoping of time. 

Professor Norwood gives all the 
arguments on both sides of the dis- 
puted question as to the existence of 
a stage in the Attic Theatre; and he 
seems to incline to the opinion that 
the acting was in the orchestra and 
not on any stage, either high or low. 
Here counsel has been darkened by 
scholars learned in texts and igno- 


rant of the show business. When 
there is a show of any sort one of 
two things has to be done: either 
the performers are raised aloft on a 
platform of seme sort, a cart, a 
scaffold, a pulpit, or the spectators 
are provided with seats rising tier 
above tier, as in the circus, the base- 
ball field, the stadium. Now, the 
Greeks were a practical people; they 
had no liking for the unnecessary; 
and as we know that. the Athenian 
audience was seated on the curving 
hillside of the Acropolis, where every 
one commanded a view of the whole 
orchéstta, we may assure ourselves 
that they never dreamed of erect- 
ing a stage which would have served’ 
no uséful purpose.’ 

Whatever the value of Professor 
Norwood’s book to the special 
student preparing for examination, it 
is far less satisfactory to the gen- 
eral reader than Professor Goodell’s 
book, which is also altogether su- 
perior in its planning, in its style, 


and in its author’s understanding of 
the abiding principles of playmaking. 
Being an American, interested in 
the modern drama as well as the 
ancient, Professor ‘Goodell was “fa- 
miliar with Brinetiare’s law and 
with the effort to controvert it made 
by Mr. William Archer in his ** Play- 
making,”’ a most helpful book to all 
who seek to master the secrets of 
dramatic craftsmanship. As I hold 
that Brunetiére’s law is valid, even 
if he may have laid if down a little 
too arbitrarily, I am giad to find 
that a critic as acute as Professor 
Goodell here shows himself is also 
firmly convinced of the value of the 
rule. And I have been delighted 
with the skill and the courtesy of 
hig refutation of Mr. Archer's con- 
tentions. : 
Professor Goodell begins -his book 
by a. brief, lucid and_ enlightening 
discussion of art, of the several arts, 








and of the drama as a special art 
with laws of its own. He then asks: 
“How is a_ selected bit of life 
adapted to presentation in a play, 
and what do the physical conditions 
of such presentation, the new mate- 
rial and.the new setting, require in 
the way of reshaping?.(P. 35.) And 
to this question he supplies an an- 
swer which: sets forth clearly and 
concisely the essential elements of 


“the drama, its conventions; some of 


them. permanent because* they are 
essential and some of them tem- 
porary, because they are peculilar to 
one people or to one period. He 
warns us, almost jn the words of Mr. 
William Gillette, that.“ a .printed 
play is no more the play~than the 
score of the composer is the sym- 
phony. * * * From the score a 
conductor and his band of players 
can always create the symphony 
anew, but the symphony is always 
the performance itself.’ (P. 50.) 
And he reminds us that the Greek 
plays that -have survived in manu- 
script are ‘‘ not even the musician’s 
score, for they contain only the 
words; the music and the dance, in- 
tegra] parts of the plays, have van- 
ished without leaving a trace.** 
Then Professor Goodell traces the 
development of Greek tragedy, wise- 
ly adhering to the traditional account 
based on the statements of Aristotie 
and expressing his dissent from the 
tenuous theories of Ridgway and 
Gilbert Murray. It és pleasant to see 
that Professor Goodell finds no basis 
for the dying belief that the theatre 
of Dionysius hada stage before the 
Hellenistic period—a belief. accepted 
even by the editor of the third edi- 
tion of Haigh’s ‘‘ Attic Theatre.” 
While not so ample in detail as 
Haigh is, Professor Goodell supplies 
what is really for the general. reader 
a more illuminating explanation of 
the conditions of performance in 
Athens, more illuminating because 
it brings out more modern analogies. 
A medieval analogy would have 
helped him when he discusses the 
‘“* Libation-Bearers,”’ where the. ac- 
tion of the play requires a tomb 
and a palace. This seems to be a 
Greek anticipation of the method of 
the Middie Ages whet several ‘‘ sta- 
tions,’’ each of thém indicating. a 
different spot, might be ranged side 
by side—a-device which survived to 
be utilized in ‘‘ Richard ITI.’’ when 
the tent of Richard and the tent of 


Richmond are both on the stage a 
the same time. 


’ In dealing with the external form 
‘of Greek tragedy, ‘its episodes, its 
prologue, its choruses, Professor 
Goodell is admirably explanatory.. 1 
question his. assumption that the 
chorus of ‘‘ Prometheus -Bound ”’ 
was “floated -in all seated in a 
winged car.”” As the car is de- 
scribed by the poet, I think that he 
meant the audience to imagine it; 
and I think the Attic audience was 
quite willing to make believe. Even 
‘today when we see the ‘* Yellow 
Jacket ’" and behold the making of 
a boat out of chairs and strips of 
canvas, and so made before our eyes, 


and charm of the lovemaking: as the 
bark bears the lovers down stream. 
Then after two chapters on story 
and: plot in general and.on Greek 
stories and plots in particular—in ‘the 
course of which he emphasizes what 
Aristotle asserted and what every 
playgoer recognizes, that plot pre- 
cedes character drawing and is 
really more important—Professor 
Goodell deals briefly with the inter- 
nal form of the Attic tragedies. 

Having thus cleared the ground, 
he takes up in turn each of three 
great tragic poets, Aeschylus, 
Sophocies and Euripides; and it is 
characteristic of the sanity he has 
displayed throughout the whole book 
that he is strictly impartial in deal- 
-ing-with-each -of-them in turn. He 
does not debase Euripides to exalt 
Sophocles, as used to be the custom, 
nor does he fall in with the later 
eulogists of Euripides who are in- 
clined to be disrespectful to 
Sophocles, . Professor Goodell sees 
the merits of each of them and he 
does not conceal their several limita- 
tions’; but he loves them all and he 
leads his readers to share his ad- 
miration. 

Of course, it is only when these 
great tragedies are actually acted, as 
half.a dozen have been in the past 
score of years, either in Greék or in 
Engttsh, that we can feel their full 


their authors. Yet if we cannot all 
hear the sympheny we may at least 
do the best we can with only the 
score in our hands.

ST once in our’ history—the 
people having failed to give a 
miijority of the electoral 
_votes—the President has been 
elected by the House of Representa- 
tives. This happened in 1824, and 
John Quincy Adams was the Presi- 
dent chosen. As he appointed one of 
his rivals, Henry Clay, to be Secre- 
tary of State, the charge was then 
made that Adanis’s election was the 
result of a bargain bétween tlie Cay 
and Adams mén. How Adams e 
to be elected is here told by Van ‘Bu- 
ren, and it is as queer a. story as 
has ever been told in ou~ politics, a 
story in which religion and malice in 





the State of New York combined to 
make an unexpected President. 

Van Buren, who was the Demo- 
cratic leader: in this State, and his 
friends were for William H. Craw- 
ford, and the Legislature instead of 
the people chose the Presidential 
electors. _ As Van Buren and his 
friends controlled the Legislature, it 
would be easy to choose Crawford 
men. .De Witt Clinton was Gov- 
ernor, but was the head of a party 
opposed to the regular Democrats. 
It was in the so-called ‘‘ era of good 
feeling,”’’ in which party names had 
disappeared, and Clinton’s party was 
known as the Clintonians. The 
Legislature was overwhelmingly 
against him, his popularity was low 
and he had declared he would not 
be a candidate for re-election. | 

But so malicious were the regular 
Republicans—or Democrats, as they 
would be called now—that they de- 
termined to kick the dying lion, and 
without a shadow of excuse they re- 
moved Clinton from the Governor- 
ship just before the election. This 
outrage, with which Van Buren had 
nothing to do, excited a furor over 
the State. . Clinton was compelled to 
run, and despite his previous unpop- 
ularity he was elected by an un- 
paralleled majority. Judge Roger 
Skinner, one of the anti-Clinton 
leaders, brought the sad news to Van 
Buren as he sat at breakfast. Skin- 
ner had been the principal instru- 
ment in the removal of Clinton from 
the Governorship. After telling the 
news he sorrowfully walked over to 
the window and stood tapping the 
giass. ‘‘I hope, Judge,’’ equably 
remarked the unruffled Van Buren, 
‘** you are now satisfied that there is 
such a thing in politics as killing a 
man too dead! "’ Skinner was so mor- 
tally hurt that he left the room with- 
out a word. Van Buren, who never 
intentionally injured any one's feel- 
ings, ran after him and apologized, 
but Skinner, already in ~ delicate 
health, was so overcome by the ruin 
he had wrought that he died of it. 

The fesult was that when the 
Legislature voted for Presidential 
electors it split, the Clay and Ad- 
ams men coalescing and giving Ad- 
ams half the delegation, while the 
Van Buren mén managed to save

half the Crawford men out of the 
wreck. Nobody could have foreseen 
such a thing as New York giving 
Adams half the delegation. 
same time this did not insure Ad- 
ams’s election. In the general elec- 


tion Clay ran fourth and was there--: 
fore excluded from the balloting in. 


the House. This built up Adams’s 
strength and efforts were made by 
Clay’s representatives to win over 
Van Buren to Adaths. 

One of these, Francis Johnson of 
Kentucky, at the-cOnclusion of the 
interview. said, with his hand on the 
door knob, that with the aid of Van 
Burer’s friends Adams could be 
easily elected, but he thought it 
might be accomplished anyhow. Yan 
Buren stepped up to the door and 
said, ‘* I think that very possible, 
but, Mr. Johnson, I beg you to re- 
member what I now say. to you—if 
you do so you sign Mr. Clay’s politi- 
cal death warrant. He will never 
become President, be your motives 


‘as pure as you claim them to be.”’ 


It was a prophecy fulfilled, and the 
byword ‘* Bargain and Corruptich is 
was" thrown at Clay through all the 
subsequent campaigns. 

One of the Crawford men was Gen- 
eral Stephen Van Rensselaer, famous 
in New York as ** the Patroon.’’ He 
hated the Adamses bitterly, and 
even confided. to Van Buren an idea 
he had of going over. to Jackson so 
as to make Adams’s defeat surer. 
Van Buren advised him against it, 
saying it would not do to get a rep- 
utation for political fickleness, since 
everybody knew he was for Craw- 
ford. Van Rensselaer said he was 
right and that he would stick to 
Crawford. When they arrived at 
Washington Clay and Webster. sent 
for Van Rensselaer and had a long 


talk, but at the conclusion the Pa- 


troon sent word, to Van Buren that 
he was still forCrawford. But when 
the votes were cast he voted for 
Adams, which made a majority of 
the New York delegation:. That 
State was counted fot Adams, and 
he was elected by its vote. The 
Crawford and Jackson men had 
counted ona tie, which would re- 
sult in a break to Jackson and his 
election: Van Rensselaer had broken 
up the stheme by swinging New

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for Crawford, . but finally, overcome 
by the emotions that had: been 
d, ‘* he dropped his head upon 
the edge of his desk and made a 
brief appeal to his Maker for his 
guidance in the matter—a practice he 
frequently observed in. great emer- 
gencies—and when he removed his 
hand from his eyes he saw~<on the 
floor directly below him a ticket 
bearing the name of John Quincy 
Adams.’’ 
God had answered him! God had 
come to the rescue of a. nation 
threatened with anarchy! He had 
no more doubts. “His excitement and 
anxiety ‘were dissipated by super- 
natural interposition. Feverishly 
grasping the ticket, he dropped it in 
the box. ‘“* In this way it was that 
Mr. Adams was made President,”’ as 
Elsie Dinsmore or Praise-God Bare- 
bones might have made him. Clay 
and probably Webster, too, took the 
credit to their own oratorical excel- 
lence, and Clay, when Van Buren 
visited him in Kentucky. in 1842, had 
a good deal of fun with the then ex- 
President over the way in which Van 
Buren had sown heresies in the Pa- 
sroon’s mind and of the great labor 
it had caused him (Clay) to uproot 
them. Van Buren took all this josh- 
ing amiably enough, but seven years 
later, when Clay visited him in New 
York and started in on the old joke 
again, Van Buren told him the whole 
story of how his eloquence had failed 
until God took a hand. The reason 
he had not told Clay the story before 
was his fear that it hight expose the 
good old Patroon to ridicule, but now 
he believed that in any right mind it 
would only serve to clinch his piety 
and honesty. Perhaps this, which 
was his exordium, was a warning to 
the somewhat cynical Clay, for he 
listened to the story with respect as

HE only man in history who 

ever had absolute rights was 

Robinson Crusoe. And his 

rights ceased, or were con- 
siderably lessened, on the day that 
Man Friday appeared on the Island, 
tracking up his beach doorsteps. 
From then on, Robinson had to begin 
training his parrot not to cry out 
“Poor Robinson Crusoe” at the 
very hour when Friday was taking 
his noon siesta. 

Yet recently a New York Police 
Magistrate decided that a neighbor’s 
sleep could be interrupted under the 
law even at 3 A. M. by music in 
the apartment overhead. Which has 
caused more or less controversal talk 

concerning the amenities of apart- 
ment house life here in New York— 
the -‘‘ rights,’ if one may thus de- 
scribe them, of dwellers under roofs 
that shelter many families. 

The complaint that had its climax 
in the police court was that of Fran- 
cis Newton and Childe Hassam, his 
witness, versus Mrs. Richard T. 
Wilson Jr., sister-in-law of Mrs. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt. The music 
was Mrs. Wilson’s, or her guests’. 
The interrupted sleep was [or might 
have been] that of Mr. Newton and 
Mr. Hassam. The place was the 
apartment house at 130 West Fifty- 
seventh Street. 

The story runs about like this— 
when stripped of the sport which 
court spectators found in the play of 
wits between Mr. Hassam, who is a 
leading light American paint- 
ers, and the young lawyer of the so- 
ciety woman and her ‘‘ distinguished 
guests ’’ who had come into court 
with their furs and their sticks, as if 
to a show: 

The building at 130 West Fifty- 
.seventh Street is a co-operatively 
owned apartment; built and owned 
‘by artists and writers as working 
and home studios. Beneath Childe 
Hassam and over Francis Newton 
lived the late William Dean Howells. 
The noisest noise that proceeded from 
the Howells studio was the patter of 
his typewriter. Childe Hassam wore 

' O'Sullivan heels as he paced back 
and forth at his painting. His easels 
moved on rubber-tired rollers. When 
any one in the apartment house was 
planning to give a ‘‘ studio party,’’ 





ithe Superintendent was notified. He 

notified the neighbors. Then they | 
| could schedule their lives accordingly 
—go to a party themselves, buy a 
new magazine, or else plan to sleep 
at the club. The gods of quiet were 
in their heaven at No. 130. At night 
the apartment house slept. 

But death is no respecter of leases 
and ruthlessly orders evictions. Wil- 
liam Dean Howells passed on. His 
son, John Howells, an architect, 
leased the apartment to Mrs. R. T. 
Wilson Jr., who gives musicales that 
last after 3 A. M. 

For a time all went well. Work 
went on in the studio house. Then 
Mrs. Wilson’s parties began. They 
sometimes began after midnight and 
lasted till 4 o'clock. The sleeping 
neighbors awoke and stayed awake. 
They assert that the musicales were 
not altogether devoted to music; that 
rhapsodies would be interspersed 
with dancing jazz numbers; even 
that laughter and dancing abounded. 
Mrs. Wiison’s defense did not assert 
that there was no noise. What 
it did contend, in effect, was that 
the noise was for the most part ex- 
pensive music. 

The evidence in the case was 
brought to court to show that the 
music was “ high class."" It was 
disclosed that on the night she had 
an orchestra her guest was an 
‘“* English Lord.’’ And ‘‘ what was 
the use of her having a studio apart- 
ment, not being an artist, if one 
couldn’t have musicales after mid- 
night? ’’ = 

There were several ways for the 
artists in the building to com- 
plain against the breaking of their 
quiet. One was to report the mat- 
ter to the Board of Health on the 
ground that their health was men- 
aced by losing sleep at night. An- 
other was to make revengeful noise 
over the Wilson rooms on the follow- 
ing morning, and then, perhaps, to 
come to a bargain, since parties at 
night simply could not exist unless 
there might be sleep by day for the 
participants. ‘* If you'll let me sleep 
at night I'll let you sleep in the 
morning,’’ they might have said. But 
the complainants did neither of these 
things. They wrote notes. Then 
they got the corporation that owns 
the apartment house to have its of- 








ficial representative write letters. 


No responses. The parties continued. 
At last came the police court ses- 
sion, after Mr. Newton had called 
in two policemen to interrupt a par- 
ty. And Mrs. Wilson won the de- 
cision of the Magistrate. 

Interest in the case has been wide- 
spread. Evidence of this is found in 
the ber of teleph calis that 
Mr. Hassam’s family and the New- 
tons have received from strangers. 
One stranger even went so far as 
to offer to share the expenses of car- 
rying the matter to a higher court. 
Probably Mrs. Wilson has had mes- 
sages, too—from persuns who sym- 
pathize with the desire to have mu- 
sicules . unrestricted. The Hassam- 
Newton following takes the ground 
that it makes no difference whether 
music is good or bad at 4 A. M.; 
that no noise, expensive or ather- 
wise, should be permitted in apart- 
ments at such an hour. 

The Board of Health has never 
made any distinction between a high- 
priced noise and a cheap one. In- 
deed, a glance through the noise 
complaints and how-they-were-set- 
tled book of the department leaves 
little doubt that even the very ex- 
pensive music in West Fifty-seventh 
Street could have been stopped if 
the complainants had just known the 
ropes. 

An insider of the Health Board ex- 
plained to the writer the ins and outs 
of it. Here are a few hints to those 
who wish night noises stopped: You 
mustn't write a letter to the Board 
of Health as if it were the people's 
forum of the afternoon paper, an- 
nouncing that an outrage is being 
perpetrated. Many citizens do that, 
and nothing comes of it. Instead, 
you should send a letter that states 
in so many words, ‘‘ So and So at 
Such and Such an address played his 
phonograph after midnight on the 
nights of March 2, March 6, March 
9, and before that on the average of 
twice a week '’; or, ‘* Truck’ whose 
license is 432-321 whistles for half a 
block “before reaching the corner, to 
save itself the trouble of slowing up 
at my corner.” Then you get action. 

The Commissioner of Health is a 
powerful man in New York. He 
alone, now that the Kaiser and the 
Czar are out of business, can issue 
an order without a trial: He can 
seal up a house or close a street. He 





can withdraw a license of a noisy 
restaurant or a noisy truck. He can, 
in effect, make a law that-endures 
for a time at least. But the depart- 
ment does not seem inclined to issue 
any blanket order such as “‘ Let 
there be quiet.” Possibly it has ana- 
lyzed the effect of ‘* Let there be 
prohibition.’’ 

“*In the first place,” explains Com- 
missioner Copeland, ‘‘ a big city can- 
not run without noise, nor can a 
hundred people live in one -house 
without hearing each other.- In the 
second place, we have only one In- 
spector and one adjuster. We have 
to stick pretty much to the street 
noises that affect the health of the 
general majority, and leave the pri- 
vate wars to the superintendents of 
the buildings.”’ 

** Suppose the superintendent can- 
not control an unreasonable ten- 
ant?”’ I asked him. ‘‘ The new ten- 
ant laws make evictions practically 
impossible.’’ 

‘“* After the superintendent has 
tried unsuccessfully to abate a nui- 
sance, the matter properly belongs to 
us.”’ 

The Commissioner explains that he 
cannot say how he would have set- 
tled the case of the particularly ex- 
pensive noise over Mr.’ Hassam's 
head—because he has only the pub- 
lished accounts to go by and not the 
report of his own investigator. But 
he can and does express opinions on 
other late music that he has stopped. 
His Domesday Book shows entry af- 
ter entry of ‘‘ Late -Music” and 
** Playing Phonograph,” practically 
every entry closing. with the words 
‘* Abated ’’ or ‘* Stopped.’’ 

*“* And what would you do if your 
orders were not obeyed? ’’ I inquire. 
Spreads the confident smile of the 
lord of all he surveys. He says:4¢ 
“The offender would then be 
brought into court, with the Board of 
Health as the plaintiff instead of a 
mere individual.’’ 
| But not every noise.that comes in- 
to his presence is stopped. Often 
the adjuster reports that the. plain- 
tiff seems to him ‘‘ unreasonable.’’ 
One out of ten of the cases where 
music was objected to closes with the 
words ‘‘N. C. C.,’’ which means 
that the complainer had no cause of 





complaint, since the singing or the 





dance was a sporadic instance. 

















So, too, does the district where 
the noise occurs affect the decision 
of the adjuster. ‘* You have no right 
to live in the Times Square district, 
where the real estats. values depend 
on the night life, the restaurants and 


dance hills, and expect the quiet of . 


a side street in the Riverside Drive 
district,’’ explains the health mentor. 

All in all, the decisions of the 
Health Department have been made 
on the theory that “* the-hours of 10 
P. M. to7 A. M. are sacred to sleep.” 
The Commissioner recalls the name 
of one of Broadway’s favorite ac- 
tresses. ‘‘ That lady demanded the 
right to sleep late in the morning, 
and tried to set a riveting. machine 
stopped,'’ he relates. ‘* We had the 
very devil of a time with, her, try- 
ing unsuccessfully to make her un- 
derstand that building would have to 
cease utterly if everybody’s -nap 
could turn off the riveting machine. 
Noise, like the sun, must rise for the 
majority.’’ 

Dr. Copeland is inclined to think 
that certain apartment houses could 
make a good thing of advertising for 
a ‘‘ late to bed and late to rise ”’ cli- 
entele—where there’d be- never a 
dumb-waiter summons allowed until 
11 A. M. ‘I have never heard of 
such a tryout,’’ he meditates, ‘* but 
that would certainly take care of the 
theatrical people and other people, 
who, after working late, wish to rise 
late."’ ‘ 


But there is not to be discovered 
any way of making New York ab- 
solutely soundproof, either by fore- 
thought or legislation. In the final 
analysis it’s a matter of amenity 
among apartment dwellers. For in 
New York our lives face different 
ways, and we rise at different hours. 
And if nine out of ten of us weren't 
trying to be considerate the housing 
problem would be over in New York. 
Like the gingham dog and the cal- 
ico cat, we would all have eatén 
each other up, and there'd be no- 
body left in town but the delegates 
to conventions. If nine out of ten 
of us hadn't heard that ‘ drop that 
other shoe "’. chestnut and molded 
our lives accordingly for the sake of 
the neighbor below us, what would 
be the end of us? Both the sleepy 
artist and the giver of late parties 
would be in a bad way.

The. simplest of truths are ex- 
pressed in this book, even in-‘* Co- 
phetua,’’. which is less concerned 
than any of the other three in point 
of propaganda. They serve to show 
the viewpoint of Mr. Drinkwater to- 
ward life: He is concerned with an 
ideal -which embraces beauty, quiet 
and equality. His dream is lyric and 
he will allow no materialism between 
him-and the things that are closest to 
his heart. It is to be suspected thathe 
has been grievously disappointed by 
the terror and strangeness of the 
last few -years. 


worship of beauty that the crooked 
paths of the world shall be made 
straight, and this is the truth that 
Mr. Drinkwater strives to bring home 
in everything that he writes. He is 
not a great poet, and sometimes his 
zeal for the message he brings. out- 
weighs his inspiration as a poet, but 
he is never a failure, for he is too 
engrossed with the eternal verities. 
His vehemence lifts him apart from 
the mere versifiers and experiment- 
ers.

Theban excavations 
for the Metropolitan, points out that 


Mehenkwetre was: obviously a power - 
_ at Court, ** for he’chose the choicest 


spot in the necropolis of his day, di-

But these have 
been broken. off and carted away 
through the centuries. by thieving 
Arabe—the greatest ghouls in’ the 
world—until hardly a scrap remains.

Memories of a never- 
to-be-forgotten night when Beetho- 
ven’s Ninth Symphony drew to the 
Metropolitan every professional and 
amateur who could summon the 
price, suggested wild possibilities.

can. Much to the surprise of every 
one “‘ the Hyena,”’ instead of de- 
creeing the instant execution of his 
assailant, gave him fifty rupees and 
remarked: ‘‘ You are the only man 
in your tribe! *’ 

The cumulative effect of ccna 
brutality, writes-Mr. Joelson, made 
the Germans generally hated and 
distrusted throughout their African 
territories. So frequent was the 
habit of their officials of ordering 
that twenty-five lashes be applied 
to culprits that they -were known 
throughout what is today Tanganyi- 
ka Territory as ‘‘watu wa hamsashe- 
rini ’’--the people of twenty-five. - 

Concerning von Lettow-Vorbeck 
ahd his spirited fight against those 
who eventually wrested German East 
Africa from Teutonic control, Mr. 
Joelson gives an account full: of in- 


+) teresting details, including the little- 


known fact that, during the Boer 








war, the German officer served 


against the British side by side with 
Jan Christian Smuts, the man des- 
tined by fate to vanquish him later 
as commander of a British army. 
The German, says Mr. Joelson, 
never forgave Smuts for having es- 
poused the British cause in the 
World War, and is said to have 
vowed never to surrender to ‘‘ that 
damned Dutch traitor.’’ 

By a combination of military abili- 
ty, virile determination and ruth- 
less severity in the treatment of his 
men and the population of the dis- 
tricts in which he conducted his op- 
erations, writes the Englishman, 
Lettow-Vorbeck succeeded, from ‘the 
beginning until the very end of the 
war, in keeping up resistance to the 
allied forces, for which the Kaiser 
decorated him with the coveted 
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Prussian Order Pour te Mérite and 
made him a Major General. ‘‘ He 
was the heart and soul of the dogged 
German _ resistance,’’ writes Mr. 
Joelson; ‘* it was he who rallied his 
war-weary troops and inspired them 
alternately with- hope and fear.’’ 
The best instance cited of the iron 
discipline enforced. by this remark- 
able. man is the following: Once one 
of his officers failed to prevent the 
advance of a British column. Let- 
tow-Vorbeck summoned him, up- 
braided him for his failure, and cut 
short his attempts at self-justifica- 
tion by handing him 4 revolver, with 
the words: ** I shall expect to hear 
from .you.*” ~The officer promptly 
committed suicide. 

The English writer telis this amus- 
ing story of the efforts of the Ger- 
mans to pound into the heads of the 
natives reverence for the Kaiser and 
all things German: 

The blacks were convened from 
villages for miles around to be in- 
formed that their white masters had 
named a certain locality ‘‘ Wilhelm- 
shoehe,"" in honor of the exalted 
Hohengollern ruler at Berlin, -The 
German officials’ went to great

lengths to explain what an extraor- 
dinary being Wilhelm was and how 
deeply significant the naming of the 
place in his honor was to German 
East Africa. The blacks, squatted 
before their Teuton lords, nodded, 
apparently imbued with the. proper 
amount of reverential understanding. 
But shortly after the Germans dis- 
covered, to their horror, that the 
natives thought ‘‘ Wilhelmshoehe °’ 
had been named ‘* Whisky and 
Soda!’’ 

Tanganyika Territory, says the 
English writer, is-a great’ place for 
disease—you can get there without 
difficulty malaria, dysentery, tick 
fever, typhoid, sleeping sickness, 
elephantiasis and other choice things. 
But he adds that much of the illness 
afflicting -Europeans in the land 


comes from hard drinking. ‘* There 
can be little doubt in the mind of 
the unbiased. observer,’* 
‘that many parts of equatorial 
Africa regarded as death-traps are 
much less dangerous to the moderate 
drinker than to the inveterate im- 
biber.’’ 

But he learned of one glittering ex- 
ception. There was a European in 
East Africa who-was never fli dur- 
ing: a.seventeen yéars’ residence, ex- 
cept for a passing touch of malaria. 
Yet he drank like a fish. He drank 
two or three:bottles of Scotch a day. 
When he thought a day: worthy of 
special celebration he drank four! 
And hé used to say that this made 
him immune from the. diseases tife 
in the locality because the mosquitos 
bearing. them never stung him. 
“They gave up worrying me,*’ ‘he 
would jovially state, ‘ when 
found that I'd got whisky instead of 
blood in my veins!** Nevertheless, 
Mr. Joelson does not counsel other |: 
Europeans Visiting Edst Africa to 
adopt the ‘panacea of this remarkable 
individual. -

Their Readers

EB have long ago come to. 
realize that there is a very 
definite limit to the earry- 
ing power of the human 

voice and te the opportunities that 
are given to people to present their 
ideas to a. listening audience, but we 
are more slowly coming to realize 
that there is nothing magical in the 


power of print, that an idea once in| | 


print still must reach the ‘eye to 
have -gained its full effect. And yet 
the printed page reaches a far 
greater number than the pulpit and 
platform together. It is probably for 
this reason that so many thousands 
of ministers throughot the country, 
and tie church organizations with 
them, have taken immediate interest 
in the vbservance of a. Religious 
Book Week, which reaches its con- 
clusion today.. If the pulpit has a 
message to deliver, that message can 
reach even a wider group if the right 
distribution of the book can’ supple- 
ment the spoken word. 

' .& group of men- who: have the 
interest of the religious book at 
heart met last Fall to discuss how 
the distribution could be bettered. 
They represented the denominational 
organizations, the publishers of Bi- 
bles and general religious books, and 
such associations as the Y. M. C. A. 
and the Y¥. W. C. A. All agreed 
that there had never been a season 
with so much interest in the wide 
field that can be included- under 
the general heading of ‘‘ religious 
books,’’ and yet,.as.in all fields of 
book distribution, the machinery for 
getting the book to the public is 
halting. With the feeling that a 
group considering this problem to- 
gether could make more progress 
than could be made by individual 
effort, a skeleton of a plan was de- 
vised, under which all groups that 
were interested in the matter could 
undertake to get the public atten- 
tion. It was planned that during the 
Winter a special study should be 
made of the handling of religious 
books and the means by which they 
reached their public,- and that the 
result of this study should be. made 
available to all church organizations 
or book distributing firms that could 
be interested, with a climax in March 
as an appropriate time for a Re- 
ligious Book Week, at which time 
ministers could bring the subject of 
religious reading to the attention of 
their congregations, both young peo- 
‘ple and old. 

As Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick 
wrote the committee: - ‘‘ It ig a great 
pity that when all of ug are reading 
so much of the time, when, as some 
one has put it, ‘Life is a blur of 
printed paper,’ there are not more 
who make it a duty to acquaint 
- themselves with the great dynamic 
literature of the spiritual life.’’ Or, 
as William Jennings Bryan wrote 
when he saw an announcement of 
the plan, *‘ The spiritual nature 
needs nourishment no less than the 
body, and religious. books supple- 
ment the Bible, the Church and the

HEN Barbellion’s first book 
appeared, with its revela- 
tions of the intimate life 
and thought of the writer,

This was the year 1917. 

Every one knows now that Bar- 
bellion, or Bruce Frederick Cum- 
mings, to give him his real name, 
did live, and, though he did not die 
on the date he had selected, that he 
is now dead, and the last page of his 
suffering life closed. Following the 
Journal came a volume of sketches, 
** Enjoying Life,’’ a book of singular 
beauty, through which ran a vein of 
exquisite happiness; a book that 
showed what manner of man was 
this Barbellion -when free from the

Food seems as plentiful as 
it is excellent. It is not 
exorbitant. You can pay 100 francs 
or more for a dinner, but.it is quite 
easy to find a well-cooked; non- 

' epicurean table d’héte for nine or 
ten francs. < 

The theatres are always crowded. 
It is difficult to get seats for the 
Opéra, .the Opéra Comique, the 
Comédie Francaise and some of the 
mo:e modern theatres, like the 
Gvmnase and the Athenée, where 
the actors or the plays are popular. 

But though you can dine and wine 
and be amused in Paris as well as of 
old, you cannot really play or watch 
‘anybody else play. The ‘* bals ’’ are 
stereotyped and dull; many of the 
** lively places ’’ are closed and those 
that remain open make the old mo- 
tions without achieving the old ef- 
fect. The all-night reveling is no 

“more, and nobody seems to want. it 
revived. Paris at night is bored and 
weary. People no longer desire the 
days to last forever. It is as if 
they had enough of life in the day- 
light hours and are glad with the 
night to seek the respite of sleep. 
The young are older than they used 
to be, and a good many of them 
have had enough excitement in the 
last few years to last a lifetime. 
Perhaps nowhere else in the world 
are to be found men. more serious 

-and unsmiling than those who-sit 
in the boulevard cafés at night stp- 
ping their eternal coffee and turning 
upon a drab world their chilling look 
of eternal skepticism. I suppose the 
French were always a serious peo- 
ple, but Frenchmen have seldom 
before been seen so little diluted by 
the more frivolous foreigner! Paris 
at night is less on parade than it 
used to be, and therefore more real. 
It is still languidly in the business 
of manufacturing for the world the 
kind’ of Parisian amusement the 

“world expects, but the business is 
dull and you can no longer delude 
yourself that. the product is all 
French. 

‘Paris really cares very little for 
the rest of the world. The Place de 
la Concorde, with its grandiloquent 
grouping of French cities, is the 
Parisian’s symbol of this world, and 
the Champs Elysées his entirely sat- 
isfactory idea of the next: He 
never tires of his own creations, his 
own ideas, his own formulas. You

Frenchman is a thinker, a reader— | 
Paris is the best book market in the 
world—that he is an admirable fam- 
ily man, and that he is by ne means 
a citizen of the world. 

Across the Channel you find more 
sociability but no more real cheerful- 
ness. Night life is about all the life 
there is ina capital where in Winter 
it is dark from about 3 or 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon until 9 or 10 in the 
morning. A city that spends most 
of its time. under artificial light 
grows familiar with the dark, and. 
London is at its brightest and friend- 
liest at night. But just’ now the 
street lighting, which is as abundant 
as ever, is about the brightest thing 
there is in London. Trafalgar Square 
is far better illuminated by 
than by day. The theatre signs blaze 
along lower Piccadilly, Shaftesbury 
Avenue, Leicester Square and the 


-Strand, if any lights can be said to 


blaze where the thick fuzz of the 
atmosphere is like a softening shade 
that changes. the glitter of other 
cities into a kind of golden glamour. 


I used to think of London as the 


pleasantest of all cities in which to 


spend the evening. The Londoner 
comes to life at night. Except the 
Irishman, he is really the most 80- 
eial creature in Europe. The Latin 
greets you with more grace, but he 
has no need of you. The English- 
man has the manner of the self-suf- 
ficient, and no self-sufficieny at all. 
Dining out, going to-the play and the 
after-theatre supper was 4 nightly 
round in London, always a little 
more cheerful, comfortable and even 
brilliant than a similar dissipation 
on the Continent. London blooms 
under the arc light. The men look 
their best in evening clothes, easy, 


‘clear-skinned and béaming, and the 


women néver really dress at all uhtil 
they take off their ill-fitting ‘‘ tailor- 
mades '’ and reveal a comeliness for 
which one would never mve them 
credit by day. 

Even now the aspect of an English 
dinner party or a London restaurant 
at night is the gayest in Europe. 
Englishwomen love color. They wear 
all sorts of bright silks and satins 
and velvets. where the Continental 
women wear mostly black. And 
with them an evening dress is an 
evening dress. On the Continent the 
décolleté may be more drastic, ‘but it 
is far less universal than in England. 
They love filets about their hair; 
every one has bands of spangies or 
feathers or tulle or something fussy, 
so that an evening party in London 
always looks a little like a fancy 


night | 
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eons ball. "The Englishwoman: has 
far more sartorial courage than the 
Frenchwoman. The latter. cour- 
age only:to ‘wear the newest thing 
there «is, -but the Englishwoman has 
courage enough to wear the oldest: 

The effect is. festive, at any rate, 
though the public eating places’ in 
London are no more crowded than in 
Paris, and the effort of the smart 
hotels to entice diners during the 
holiday season this year was a flat 
failure. It was rather melancholy to 
dine during the holidays in-great din- 
ing rooms glowingly lighted and elab- 
orately decorated in’ which the 
waiters outnumbered the guests. 


Most of the restaurants close at 10 
o’clock. No more are the old cham- 
pagne suppers at the Cariton and the 
Savoy, Prince’s and the Criterion. 
There is hardly a place in London, 
‘except the clubs, where the hungry 
music hall artist or his weary audi- 
ence can apply for sustenance. I 
know only one big restaurant which 
is open until midnight. And after 
that, though you starve, though you 
come in famishing at midnight from 
a long journey, you cannot buy 2 
sandwich in the whole of London. 
Our taxi driver told us one night 
when we were on a vain hunt for 
food that the London all-night cab- 
bies had to start a club in order to 
provide themselves: with a snack 
at night. ‘‘ It’s a great country we 
have,’’ he said. ‘‘ You might as weil 
be living in Russia for all the rules 
and regulations. Like everything 
that ever gets a start in England, 
Dora’s here to stay.’’ 

Even the old coffee wagons of the 
Thames Embankment seem to have 
disappeared with the old-time lodgers 
of that famous caravanserai. The 
Embankment is empty now even of 
beggars. It lies humid and romantic 
under lamps so mist-blurred that it 
is hard to tell which are thé lights 

and which are the reflections swim- 
ming in the river. I saw it on a 
Christmas Eve on which there were 
no revels im ‘‘ erry Engiand.’’ The 
spire of the Abbey looked very love- 
ly’ and lonely in the moonlit haze, 


the great tower of Westminster un-} 


moored and insubstantial, like a sym- 
bol of its foggy, weary and fumbling 
Parliament. Piccadilly at midnight 
was almost as svlitary as a country 
road. 

The theatre shares the general 
slump, physical and spiritual. There 
are plenty of plays, many of them 


| very well acted, and no difficulty in 
getting a seat for any. You need/ 


have no concern about your apparel, 


sien the old English tradition of 
evening clothes for the stalls has 
gone the way of many old ‘traditions. 
But when you shiver in your seat in 
a@ cold theatre and-are not greatly 
warmed up by the performance, it is 
easy to deci“e that most of the plays 
are stupid and that. London audi- 
ences are: uncritical,. unsentimental 
and humorless, ; 

There is a blight on the cheerful- 
ness of ‘London nights, Even the 
unemployed, who parade the streets 
at intervals all day, seem. brighter 
than the evening pleasure seekers, 
perhaps because it is more amusing 
to be paid for stepping along briskly 
1 behind a lively band in the open air 
than it is to pay to sit through the 
labors of the professional amusers. 
Certainly there must have been more 
fun in participating in the free-for- 
all fight of the seething, swarming, 
unmanageable mobs that stormed the 
Oxford Street shops during the after- 
Christmas sales. In spite of un- 
employment, taxes and _ general 
grumbling, London has plenty of 
money to spend. . Its unhappiness is 
not for lack of anything tangible, for 
any appurent want of food or drink, 
light, fuel or diversion. If it is 
more melancholy than Paris, it may 
be because the Londoner is more 
anxious than the Parisian to forget 
the causes of his despondency. Lon- 
don would like to ‘‘ carry on” as 
if the war had never been. Paris is 
too close to the front to be able to 
ignore it. Her depression accepts 
the sad inevitability of facts, and is 
therefore easier to bear than Lon- 
don's impossible make-believe. . 

The difference between the two 
capitals is the difference between the 
two peoples. I was talking one day in 
Paris. to a French ‘* grande dame ”’ 
about Colonel Repington’s cynical 
revelations of the attitude of English 
society during the war, She was ex- 
tremely just. ‘‘ The English un- 
doubtedly: dined and danced during 
the dark days of the war,’’ she said. 
** It was their idea of keeping things 
formal. When the men went back 
from the front they felt that they 
could cheer them best by offering 
them such gayety as would make 
them forget that there was a war. 
Our attitude was different. In our 
best society the girls would not dance 
during the war: They felt they could 
not while their country was invaded, 
while their brothers and husbands 
were dying.: But our men often com- 
plained of our deadly seriousness 
when they came home on leave.’’

Restoring the Old 


Apollo 


“HE Apollo Room, famous in 
the history’ of Colonial Vir- 
ginia as the rendezvous of 
Washington, Jefferson, Pa- 

trick Henry, John Marshall, Peyton 
_ Randolph, George Wythe and others 
of its great patriots, is to bé repro- 
duced with historical faithfulness in 
the Old Dominion’s early capital, 
Williamsburg. 

With the official approval of its 
Senate, members of the Phi Beta 
Kappa Fraternity are planning for 
the eréction of a Phi Beta Kappa 
Memorial Building on the campus of 
the College of William and Mary, at 
Williamsburg; Va., where the society 
‘was founded. The plans call for the 
restoration, as a part of the building, 
f the Apollo Room, where was held 
the first meeting of Phi Beta Kappa 
when it was organized on Dec. 5, 
1776. 

‘as thé main apartment of the old‘

in Colonial America. Williamsburg, 
about midway between Janiestown 
and Yorktown on the Virginia penin- 
sula, was at the same time the seat 
of the royal Governors and a hotbed 


‘of revolutionary ideas. It was cus- 


tomary for such men as Jefferson, 
Henry, Thomas Nelson and Edmund 
Pendleton to retire to the Apollo 
Room, after fiery debates in the 


‘House of Burgesses, to converse on 


matters of State and Crown, and 
numerous public meetings were held 
there in the stormy days preceding 
the outbreak of the Revolution. 
Lossing, the historian, in his Field 
Book. of the Revolution, wrote in 
1848 that the Apollo Room is, to Vir- 
ginia, relatively, ‘‘ what Faneuil Hall 
is to Massachusetts.’’

than either London or Paris. Paris 
accepts; London refuses; Romebalks 
and bewails. Nothing can very much 
change the aspect of Rome. She is 
very old, she has lived through about 
all the world ‘crises there have ever 
been, and she gives the impression, 


by day, of watching from her seven 


hills, a little sleepy, a little. amused, 
a little careless, the repetitions of 
a show she has seen too often. She 
thinks a good deal about being °*’ up 
to date.” London does not apolo- 
gize if her best hotel has no steam 
heat and few bathrooms. She as- 
sures you that she likes it that way, 
and if your taste is different it is 
due to your inferior bringing up. 
Paris offers you the heat and the 
bathroom, not because she thinks 
much of them. herself, but because 
she is in the business of giving peo- 
ple what they ask for, and if they 
think more of comfort than of. 
beauty, eh bien, it is easy for her 
to supply both! Rome is voluble 
about her shortcomings. She is. al- 
ways noisily installing ‘ improve- 
ments’ and providing, in her new 
quarters that look so much newer 
than anything in any other capital, 
something just a little more ‘' mod- 
ern” than you can. find anywhere 
else. By day you see her sleepy and 
small and reminiscent and very rest- 
ful to the spirit, the old Rome; but 
by ‘night you see her restless, alert, 
discontented, full of schemes, the 
new Rome. The difference, as in 
Londcn and Paris, is that by day 
you see the city and by night you 
see the people. But Rome, more 
than the others, is overshadowed by 
herself in the daytime. It is only 


when the darkness fills the Forum — 


like a pool, when the Palatine is a 
bulking shade, when St. Peter’s and 
the apostoli ries are pushed 
into the outlying night, that Rome 
has the assurance to be herself. 

The capital of Italy is more alive 
at night just now than either Lon- 
don or Paris. You cannot sup after 
midnight in Rome; there are no 
taxis, by day or by night, and if you 
go to the opera, which is good but 
endless, you will find not even a 
cab to take you home. Better than 
anywhere else the Italian worker 
has learned from the war that thé 
night was made for sleep and not for 
carousing. But ‘all through the 
Roman evening you have a sense 
of vivid, pushing, articulate life. 
Everybody is on the streets. During 
the dinner hour, which is later and 
lasts longer than in other places, 
all the restaurants are full. The 
Romans can get more food_and com- 
fort and. service in the hotels and 
restaurants than at home; hence 
there is not much space in Rome 
this season for the visitor. 

After dinner the Corso is like 
a human moving sidewalk from 
wall to wall. The wide Via Nazio- 
nale is thronged. Every. café is 
crowded. The cinemas. ire packed. 
Everybody is out, and everybody is 





_ talking. The sound of Rome at 
‘night always reminds me of the 


dining room of a girls’ boatding 
school, vastly extended and a thou- 
sand times magnified, but the same 
eager, breathless, incessant chatter. 
The talk is not all cheerful.. Rome 
is complaining more, and with more 
reason than: any of the allied ca~i- 
tals. There are always fresh griev- 
ances to air in these nightly re- 
unions. The scene is not always 
brilliant. There is as much light as 
ever in Rome when there is light 
at all, but one never knows the -mo- 
ment when the Powers that Rule, 
and there is no doubt who those

As Davenant 
leaves instructions in his will that 
certain of his sons be entered at the 
Merchant Taylors’ School: in: Lon- 
don, and as he leaves to one of them 
property he owned at Deptford, I 
concluded that he had originally 
come from London: A search of old 
City of London Parish, registers: and 
other records enables me to show 
that John Davenant of Oxford was 
the son of a John Davenant, mer- 
chant tailor, of the Parish of St. 
Thomas the Apostle, in London; that 
John Davenant of Oxford was born 
in 1565, entered at Merchant Taylors‘ 
School in 1574; apprenticed to John 
Kendrick, woolen merchant, in 1581, 
and that he ended his apprenticeship 
and was admitted to the Freedom of 
the Merchant Taylors’ Company on 
Aug. 11, 1589.

mentioned record of his presence in 
Oxford in: 1601. - , 

Until I had found that Davenant 
was apprenticed for eight years to 
one of the most important woolen 
merchants in London, whose busi- 
ness extended all over England and 
even to the Continent, 1 found it 
difficult to account for the marriage 
of an Oxford tavernkeeper tc a 
Bristol woolen merchant’s daughter. 
It now appears probable that he met 
his first wife while doing business 
with William Bird for his employer, 
John Kendrick, in Bristol; and that 
his knowledge of the businexs o»por- 
tunity of conducting one of the :nost 
prosperous taverns in Oxford was 
due to similar dealings with custom- 
ers of Kendrick’s at Oxford.

**'The. Way. of .All Flesh.” Where- 
upon did all the lesser Butlers, for- 
getting that his was a single, con- 
temptuous’ negation, affirm  shrilly 
that all mothers are dreadful encum- 
brances.

Joséf Holbrooke is little more than -a 
mameé to American music lovers. His 
music has crossed to these shores only 
to the extent of a few small and unim- 
portant trifles. There is always room 
for suspicion in such a case that there 
is a good reason for it. There is no 
room in the mind of George Lowe, how- 
ever, author of ‘‘ Josef Holbrooke and 
His Work’ (New York: EH. P. Dutton 
& Co.) for any suspicion that Mr. Hol- 
brooke is not one of the great modern 
geniuses whose music should he every- 
where known, 

But Mr. Lowe gives reason to question 
his judgment, of his historical sense at 
least, in his opening pages. He does ad- 
mit that in Bngland there are ‘‘ the 
namés of Purcell and a few Dlizabethan 
madrigalists ’’ standing out like gleams 
of Hght in Cimmerian darkness, but oth- 
erwise there was little to the credit of 
native musical composers before the lat- 
ter half of the Victorian era. The gen+ 
ius of the golden age of English litera- 
ture found no adequate analogy in Eng- 
lish music. 

In other words, Mr. Lowe has no con- 
ception of the fact that the English com- 
posers of the period he speaks of, and 
earlier, were among the greatest in the 
world and that the English nation was 
among the most musical of all the na- 
tions of Europe. All this, apparently, is 
to prepare the reader to appreciate the ) 
greatness of Holbrooke. ‘‘ There are 
three musicians of genius in England 
today in Elgar, Holbrooke and Bantock. 
Few such remarkable imaginative 
musical minds as Holbrooke’s. can be 
found throughout | the breadth of EHu- 
rope.’’ 

Mr. Lowe traces the career of Mr. 
Holbrooke from his matriculation in the 
Royal Academy of Music at the age of 
15, already proficient in the piano and 
violin. But his bent was for composi- [ 
tion. He has always had ‘‘ more mu- 
sical ideas than he has known what\to 
do with.’”? ‘He professes to be able to 
write music at any time ‘‘ without wait- 
ing for a so-called ‘inspiration’ to de- 
scend upon him.'’ Of course there were 
in the Royal Academy “attempts to 
frustrate his individuality.” He was 
particularly irritated because in the 
students’ concerts his compositions were 
always last on the program. He got 
the best of them once, when he was 
down to play Schum s.,‘‘ Toccata,”’ 
at a suitably early place in the pro- 
gram; whereupon he shocked his listen- 
ers by playing one of his own works in- 
stead, and was duly rebuked the next 
morning. 

He gained the Sterndale Bennett 
Scholarship with his G minor piano 
quartet and the Lucas Medal for his 
“ Pantomime Suite.’ He had to shift 
for himself at 18 by playing in traveling 
concert companies. In 1900 he came be- 
fore a larger public through the per- 
formance by August Manns at the Crys- 
tal Palace of his symphonic poem ‘‘ The 
Raven.’ Since then he has not been 
unsuccessful in getting a hearing in 
England. But the critics have said 
‘“‘many fatuous and unjust things ”’ 
about his music. 

It does not seem from this account, 
indeed, that Mr. Holbrooke has been 
compelled to languish in silence in Eng- 
land. But according to his eulogist 
‘“the music of Holbrooke will always 
be misunderstood by the many, if only 
for the fact that it is intelléctually 
original.”’ Mr. Lowe emphasizes Hol- 
brooke’s modern tastes; he has ‘no 
great sympathies with bygone times.”’ 
With a curious use of English the bi- 
ographér declares ‘‘ neither Shakespeare 
or Bach appeal to him in any great 
degree.”” His favorite authors are Tol- 
stoy, Carlyle, Zola and Poe; “‘ his music 
reflects the modernity, of his literary 
tastes.’ It ‘‘ scorns to cling to jejune 
and outworn formulas.”’ 

Mr. Holbrooke has also been a critic 
and has written copiously in the press 
about music, with plenty of denuncia- 
tion of musical conditions in England. 
It is interesting to observe that he has 
“very definite ideas about the weak- 
nesses of program music and the limita- 
tions of the art generally.” ‘* No one 
cares,”” he wrote once, “what the 
symphonic poems of Richard Strauss 
mean; they Like the mad and there it

Holbrooke’s works in all forms, with 
many quotations of themes in musical 
notation.

If music is not appreciated or under- 
stood in these days it is not for lack of 
instruction of all sorts as to how to 
listen to it, how to understand it, how 
to appreciate it, how to determine what 
is good or bad. One of the most recent 
is ‘‘ Music Appreciation,”’ by) Clarence 
G. Hamilton, Professor of Music at 
Wellesley College (Boston: The Oliver 
Ditson Company). Professor Hamilton 
is very definite and very. practical. 

He considers ‘ recognized types of 
musical composition” in order: types of 
pious music, of chamber and orchestral 
music, of vocal music. Under each type 
the student is asked, ‘‘ questions of vital 
import ’’ as to details and general ef- 
fect, and. guiding principles are pre- 
sented as aids in solving the problems 
presented. Such questicns, differing for 
each type of music, reiate to the form, 
the movement, the melody, the accom- 
paniment, the style, the composer, with 
others when needed.

WOMAN TAX EXPERT 





is as yet young in this country. In 

Chattanooga,-‘ Tenn., there is a 
young woman: who, in adopting it, has 
not only made herself known. as an ex- 
pert in her own city, but in the State 
and throughout the South as well. 

Miss May Kaderly of Chattanooga 
sometimes gets as much as $5,000 for a 
fee, it is stated. Several years ago a 
publisher offered her $10,000 to write a 
book on income taxes, but she declined. 

The active business life of this capable 
woman dates back to 1905, when a posi- 
tion was offered her as secretary to the 
Vice President and Manager of a large 
life: insurance company: of Chattanooga. 
She accepted it, and in a short time was 
made secretary of the Finance Commit- 
tee of the organization. She stayed with 
this firm until 1910, when she came to 
New York and took the position of sec- 
retary td the actuary of the Association 
of Life Insurance Presidents. This gaye 
her a brogd experience in ‘corporation 
finance and business. practice. Feeling, 
however, that her: advancement would 
be more rapid in a smaller organization 
and in a smaller city, Miss Kaderly went 
back to Chattanooga, this time as office 
manager of the Chattanooga branch of 
Harvey Fisk & Son, bankers. 

In 1918 one--of the members of this 
organization became Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue*for the District of Tén- 
nessee. In recognition of her ability, he 
made Miss Kaderly Deputy Colletcor. 
She served in this capacity for sixtéen 
months, after which the position of field 
auditor was offered her. 

The income tax was a new thing to 
every one and there were few persons 
who understood the tangled maze into 


which it soon resolved itself. By hard 
work and study, however, Miss Kaderly 
pecuine = of the most efficient: mem- 
ber: the Collector’s staff in the field 
audit” ork, and began to attract con- 
siderable attention from the large ¢or- 
porations which she investigated. . :

Auditor began to grow throughout the 
State of Tennessee.

On account of the magnitude and 
importance of corporation tax work, the 
Chattanooga Manufacturers’ *.Associa- 
tion, composed of some three hundred 
manufacturers of the’ eastern section of 
Tennessee and North Georgia, decided 
to establish a Federal Tax Bureau to 
assist .its membership ,.in the ever-in- 
creasing tax problem. The position of 
tax consultant to the members of this 
association was given to Miss Kaderly. 
For three years she was active in this ca- 
pacity, assisting her clientele in ‘mak- 
ing up ‘their corporation thcome and 
profits tax reports, advising them gen- 
erally on their tax matters and ap- 
pearing for them as their attorney in 
their cases before ‘the Internal Revenue 
Department in Washington. ‘ 

At the beginning of 1921,’ feeling that 
she could serve her clients better and 
more satisfactorily as an individual. 
practitioner, she severed her connection 
with the Manufacturers’ Association. At 
present she is practicing as tax ctn- 
sultant in Chattanooga, Tenn., with a 
clientele extending throughout the coun- 
try.

lord; tenant and the public generally. 
Extravagant’ statements: arid predictions 
havé-been indulged-in by both sides. 
Some proponents of the law have begun 
to. class privately owned real estate as 
“@ public utility, with ‘all the attendant 
control and ‘regulation’ by Government. 
At the sanie time.they “have predicted 
extensive building operations. 

Some realty interests, at least those 
who have recovered from the jolt, are 
enveloped in gloom and are forecasting 

~ the ruin of real estate enterprises ‘of 
the “greater. city with a dark, dismal 
. future for adequate and proper housing. 
Very few have paused to analyze, the 


Dasic theory ‘of this far-reaching. and’ 
_ all-important court decision or to gauge, 


{ts limits and its actual effects upon the 
/ €uture of real estate in this city. 

At the outset, it cannot be too. em- 
phatically asserted that under normal 
conditions neither our courts nor our 
Legislature have any right, nor have 
they any desire, at Icast as far as the 
writer has: been .able . to observe, to 
manage or control. a. purely -private 
business such as the ownership of réal 
estate.

Public Welfare Always- Supreme. 


Many honest landlords, and a number 
ef eminent and (capable lawyers, have 
been mystified by. the recent decision 
of our Court of Appeals. They fail to 

understand how private property rights 
‘ can be thus. invaded. and private. cdn- 
Yrects nullified with the sanction of. thé 
ol aac Yet the law underlying the 
ecisiofy is a8*Otd as civilization itself. 
¥ goes back to the days when the 
uman. race crassed the,borderland: from 
‘the land of barbarism into.the land of 
enlightenment and _ Government. 
Extreme cases, some within our own 
knowledge, will serve to ‘bring the 
Principle of emergency legislation out 
into bold’ relief. 
‘San Francisco earthquake, private prop- 
é¢rty. was indiscriminately invaded to 
furnish shelter for the homeless. At 
the time of the Chicago conflagration, 
| private owners of real estate were com- 
pelled to give proper housing to those 
- fm need of shelter. In times of pesti- 
lence and epidemics, stringent measures 
have been taken by Governmental au- 
(thorities to protect the public health, 
regardless: of private contract and pri- 
vate property. rights. The necessities 
_@f each of these cases were, of course, 
more urgent than our present emerg- 
ency, but the principle is the same. 


The public welfare has always’ been 
considered. supreme in any civilized 
Government. In our own State we have 
restricted. the uses of rea¥ estate by 
the zoning law, the Tenement House act 
and the acts limiting the heights of 
buildings. The latter are permanent 
measures, required by the -general 
health and: welfare. of the community: 
They have all. been héld .to be consti- 
tutional, even though they have limited 
end regulated ‘and even ‘taken part of 
the property .without compensation. . 


A Legal Landmark. 


And the basic principle underlying all 
of these laws is that no man can so0_use 
his property as to injure another. -When 
® group of people first colonized and 
consented to be governed each of them 
surrendered his right to usé. his property 
‘poapeged as he pléased- without. regard 
to the good of the general community. 
Our’ Constitution never guarantéed’ to 
aty one -the right -to impede or injure 
the progress or‘ well-being. of the ‘com-= 
zeunity both in its necessities as well as 
ire its comforts ‘and convéniences.: "The 
Very first recital’ of our Constitution. in 
its preamble is that the entire purpose 
‘and sptrit of the document is to promote 
the general -welfare. - 


Mr. Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes in 
one of his essays declares that nothing 
4s clearer than the difference between 
@ay and night, and yet the time comes 
at twilight when it is extrémely difficult 
to determine whether it is day: or night, 
there is that hazy border line, While the 
principle applied is old and well recog- 
nized, its actual application: in‘ regulat-

Privately. owned real property, how-

The conditions thus described while, of 
course,‘ traceable to-the wat; were ag- 
gravated’ beyond measure by a raging 
fever of. speculation. As-the sales value 
ofa piece of property is largely, if.not 
entirely, gauged-by its income, every 
new.purchaser took his turn at increas- 
ing that income by-an increase of rent- 
als. As fast as-the increase was ar- 
ranged .for the.:property -was sold. at 
the enhanced sales price, and the new 
owner. indulged the same practice of in- 
creasing. rentals and so on ad infinitum. 

Real estate men will remember that 
this feverish condition was the. primal 
cause. for the inflated boom. of 1904, 1905 
and -1906, and the ruinous disaster of 
1907, from. which. it. took almost ten 
years to fecover. By providing that no 
owner of property can exact more than 
a reasonable rental the Legislature has, 
with one-stroke of the pen, eliminated | 
the wild speculator.~ It has declared 
that,,no matter who purchases the prop- 
erty or when it is purchaSed, no more 


than a -reasonable rental may be 
charged. 
Homes Most Urgently. Needed. 
What about new homes; however? We 


must not delude ourselves into the belief 
that these new laws will furnish us with 
additional housing capacity where it is 
most needed. They have been justified 
because they tend to ameliorate the evil 
ix that they prevent the ouster of thou- 
sands of families from their homes. 
They prevent the exploitation of law- 
abiding citizéns, but it must be conceded 
that they do not.in and of themselves 
directly provide additional homes. 


An examination of construction now in 
progress will. disclose that it is in a 
large measure, if not entirely, confined 
to the creation of moré business space, 
garages and the highest class apart- 
ments. Homes are most urgently needed 
for families of moderate income. It is in 
the congested portions of ‘the’ city that 
we find in numerous instances _ two or 
three familles still occupying single 
apartments. It is this diversion of labor 
and’ materials into business construc- 
tion which is one of the potent factors 
in the slow progress of housing construc- 
tion. 

When the supply and demand in busi- 
ness space have reached their normal

In 
the meantime, our population is increas- 
ing and by Nov. 1, 1922, when these 
laws expire, we may find ourselves fac- { 
ing the same conditions with respect to 
the shortage of housing as prevail today. 
Exemption from. taxation, as well as 
from the new Jaws, will unquestionably 
prove a decided. incentive. Whether 
thet will be ‘sufficient to supply. the 
shortage and the increasing demand, still 
remains to be seen. 


: Needed Changes in Law. 


Real. estate men will recall that a 
similar situation existed when the ten- 
ement house law was enacted. On all 
sides opponents of the law contended 
that by-subjecting tenement houses or 
apartment houses to departmental su- 
pervision the authorities were discour- 
aging investors and blocking new con- 
struction. -For a short period of time 
the realty market was gloomy and de- 
jected, but within .a year there followed 
a period of unexampled activity, result- 
ing in. the erection of more desirable 
apartment houses in the Greater City 
than in any like period before or since. 
Additional inducements may,. however, 
be -necessory to spur new. home building 
in the present situation. 


‘Inthe meantime certdin defects in the 
new laws should be promptly remedied. 
It'is quite true that under existing law 
while the landlord is bound in keep the 
tenant .in possession until Nov. 1; 1922, 
the tenant may, in the absence of any 
other: specific arrangement, ‘Vacate at 
any time... In .the present. shortage. of 
housing the prospéct of the tenant ] 
abandoning his apartment is remote, buf 
the landlord; should be “afforded the. op- 


of- tenancy. 


Deposits -in court, on account of rent- 
als should be prorhptly paid to the land- 
lords.” The machinery of. our municipal 
courts is at the present time inadequate 
to.cope: With the large number of cases 
calling ‘for a determination of reasonable 
réritals. It’is’ dubious whether the crea- 
tion of a commission to détermine the 
reasonable rental would be constitution- 
al. That Isvopen ‘to. the contention that 
the landlord is deprived of the right of 
trial by court and jury. An arbitration 
board or commission can, however, un- 
quéstionabiy. handle a large, number of 
these cases by consent of th rties. A 
large part of the’ burden of deciding 
these numerous cases will be lifted from 
our, gourts if landlords, and tenants will 
insert arbitration clauses in their new 
leases. Such .clauses are now given full 
force and effect in our courts, 

In conclusion it should bé cmphasized 
that these°new laws are essentially re- 
construction. measures following the 
World War.. We-shall not always be 
passing through the period of recon- 
struction, “We are’ bound to emerge 
therefrom sooner or later. We are bound 
to: reach the normal. It will be some 
time before there will be an over-supply 
of vacant apartments. 


“The normal stages of a reasonable ad- 
justment between supply and demand 
will be reached slowly, and-in the mean: 
time legitimate real estate iny estors will 
be assured of @ tenant at 2 reasonable 
réntal, An experienced landlord knows 
whatever the rental paid it is better 
than a-vacant apartment and no tental 
at all.. There was a time not so long 
ago when an owner. of real estate

_Apprentices’ employers “were required 
to allow them one afternoon off; each 
week to attend the school. The ap- 
prentice was required to give one eve- 
ning each week of his own jtime to 
school attendance. Failure to attend the 
school would result in dismissal ‘from 
his place of employment. iIf the ap- 
prentice showed ‘lack of interest in his 
work, evidenced by failure to attend the 
classes of instruction, the union would 
refuse to recognize him.as a proper 
candidate for initiation into the mys- 
teries of the craft. 

‘Big Six" voted & generous annual 
allowance for the maintenance of the 
school, The employing printers’ associa- 
tion, the Hudson Guild and the Publish- 
ers’ Association of New York City (rep- 
resenting the daily newspapers), joined 
with liberal appropriations. Today there 
are more thar 800 registered apprentices 
to the printing trade in New York, and 
more than 500 of them are in regular 
attendance at the school. The term of 
apprenticeship in the trade is five years. 
The course of instruction in the school 
covers four years. The first year of 
apprenticeship is the elimination test. 
After the boy has served one year in the 
trade his abilities and capabilities are 
known to his employers, and he (is rec- 
ommended for the school, The theory 
is that if he sticks for a year he means 
business. 

The school opened in rooms of the 
Hudson Guild at 436-438 West Twenty- 
Seventh Street, but outgrew those 
quarters and a few months ago moved 
to 494 Sixth Avenue. There is a great 
composing room, filled with racks and 
cases, and one of the best equipments 
of display and job type in the city. A 
type-casting machine clatters away in a 
corner, and a proof press, not an old 


roller type or a ‘‘ Washington,” but an |’ 


up-to-date piece of machinery big 
enough to take any sized job or ad, oc- 
cupies a place directly in front of the 
desk where sits the instructor, acting 
somewhat in the capacity of foreman. 
There are several class rooms where 
the classes in Wnglish -and other 
branches of the trade are at work while 
the boys in the mechanical departments 
are, filling the big composing room. 
Every afternoon and every evening 


there are about 200 boys in attendance ; 


in the various classes. 

Arthur L. Blue, an activé member of 
Typographical. Union No. 6, is managing 
director> At present the school is only 
appealing to the young men who are 
taking up the compositor’s end of the 
printing trade. Later it is hoped to add 
presswork, Linotype operation, photo- 
engraving, electrotyping, and all the 
other branches of,the trade, as well as 
complete instruction in cost accounting. 

The advantages of such a school over 
the ordinary so-call@i trade school or 
the manual training of the public schools 
are obvious. In the first place the; in- 
structors are practical, successful, ex- 
pert followers of the particular trade 
they are teaching. Mr. Blue, for in- 
stance, is the author and originator of 
the corréspondence course which the In- 
ternational Typographical Union has 
had irg operation for a. number of years 
and which is open to any apprentice in 
any union office in the country. The 
lessons take the student through the 
four-year course from the foundation of 
the trade to the finish. Beginning with 
punctuation and the proper use of the 
various marks, they carry on through 
materials used in type composition, 
spacing, proofreading, simple display, 
common errors, standard, forms of ar- 
common errors, standard forms of ar- 
cards, &c., proper proportion, measure 
balance, borders, color harmony, cata- 
logs and book work, lockup, imposition, 
plates and processes, &c., until the ap- 
prentice graduates as a journeyman in 
the printing trade—one ‘who. can hold a 





union card and can fill any job.

Argument on Palmer’s Side. 
“William H. Hirst, a Néw York 
lawyer who has been on the anti-pro- 
hibition side of the fence, is naturally 
among those who voice an opinion -in 
Palmeér’s ruling.

The 
picture is.of a simple but, dignified Co- 
lonial type of. dwelling.. To the,right as 
cne faces the front entrance of the 
White House proper is the building em- 
bracing the executive offices and Cab- 
inet room. There the men in whose caré 
rests. largely the future, welfare of the 
nation meet to make decisions upon 
questions involying the destiny of Amer- 
ica and sometimes of the world. 

It probably is true that the great 
masses of the people think.of the White 
House with something akin to venera- 
tion and awe. Few will hold that this 
should be otherwise. It is equally true, 
however, that but very few could, if 





icy. He is to be up and ready for the 
day’s task not later than 8 0 ‘clock in the 
morning, and each day. is to be a long 
day. When the President finds recrea- 
tidn suchas golf essential: to the main- 
tenance of. his health, he intends to-do 
a bit of night work to round out -the 
day.

Saving Money for the State.

OW .that the income tax rush has 
ended and Uncle Sam has his 
‘part of the family earnings for 
last year, both those who paid 
and those who collected are able 
to rest from their labors and smile at 
the humorous sidelights of the affair. 
The big organization presided over by 
‘William HH. Edwards, with the dignified 
title Collector of Internal Revenue, 
really. is one of the funniest places in 
New Yotk, although the moving-picture 
men have not fallen,upon the idea. 

A. busy day spent at the elbow of the 
Collector brought forth more smiles than 
the best, six-reél effort... It seemed that 
every neweomer had-a comic story to 
tell. Psychologists seeking new: mental 
tests. would do well to try answering a 
few .of .the average questions which 
Collector: Edwards, a man with that 
kind of patience called infinite, is used 
to handling in. his helpful way. | 

Theré. was,for example, the case of 
the young New York woman who want- 
ed to’ get méaried. Nothing so unusual 
about that, but this young woman 
chanced ‘to have an income in tne nur- 
dreds of usands of dollars. She cailed 
thé Colféctor on the prone anu toid iim 
all about: its. Her fiancé was an Eng- 
lish *nopleman, ‘and, after they were 
married, would she have to pay ‘ani in- 
come’ tax here?

The last caller at the Custom House 
on the final night for income-tax pay- 
ments arrived at 11:55 o’clock.

Edwards, who. is supposed to understand 
everything. But this man was beyond 
his power: .

Wives’ Interest in Incomes. 

This reminded the Collector of the in- 
terest which relatives take’ in each 
other’ s income reports—especially wives. 
Orie “of the most frequent requests at 
this season is a telephone call and a 
conversation like this: 

‘* Hello—Collector Edwards? This is 
Mrs. So and So. My husband and I— 
well, you know, he is not at home just 
now. And ofcourse he will make his 
income return. Please give me his ad- 
dress so that I.can write to’ him.’’ 

The Collector knows just what that 
means—subpoenas, a divorce, alimony 
and. all the rest of it. This is one of the 
things that he cannot do, for the Federal 
law is explicit against giving informa- 
tion concerning any person who makes 
a report. » 

Wives usually fail to understand. Some 
of them try pleading, even tears, but 
otheys aré made of sterner stuff and 
announce what they will do about it. 
The Collector never tells. One woman 
admitted to him that she “ hadn’t treat- 
ed poor, George just right’’ and if Mr. 
tdwards only would give her his ad- 
dress she .“‘ would love him the rest of 
his life like no’ other ,wife ever loved 
& hyusband,’' George doesn’t know what 
he missed. , 

Other wives have a way of wondering 
what income their husbands reported, 
and, if their’suspicions are ‘correct, what 
became of. the part that ‘they did. not. re- 
port at home. Each day’s mail brings 
‘more or’ less . subtle. inquiries. on. this

The women pay better than the men, 
and more willingly, but have their own 
way of doing it. One caller was a 
woman, obviously of a best family. 
When she reached the sixth tibor, where 
a throng of people waited, she looked 
about and with aristocratic hauteur de- 
manded a private. room to fill in her 
blank, There were no private roots, 
said an attendant. .The woman's dig- 
nity rose still higher, and when she en- 
tered the Collector's reception ‘room ‘it 
had become icy. Shé must have a’ pri- 
vate room and a private expert to help 
her. Both were lacking. ~Then she de- 
manded the name of the official who 
could supply them. As there was no 
such official, she insisted on having the 
name ofthe man in: Washington who 
could .order.such services and conve- 
niences.

The unsdundnéss of such reasoning 
| ge6mns evident. ‘The majority of honest 
. profits are confiscated with the minority 
of: evilesed profits.. The business of 
thé country is burdened with confisca- 
tory texation on the assumption ap- 
parently that it ts all privileged or dis- 
honest. Under such conditions only thé 
privileged business can in the long run 


\ gurvive, and the tax must be paid by 


‘the consumer. It should be added that 

ih an increasing variety of cases, by re- 

sort to varying devices, the Government 

doés not in fact get the tax. ‘

Aa -we now have it and as it is pro- | 
posed to reform it the inéome tax meets 
none of thé recognized canons of taxa- 
tion) It méets them Jn intent and thée- 
ory, but in its operation and effects 
it violates them.” 

It is equal only in its tneidence. on in- 
comes derived exdlusively from salatties. 
It ig rélatively certain in the sense of 
béing relatively unavoidable, though 
varying and grossty unequal, in its in- 
cidence on the profits-of those who risk 
thelr. capital and effort in active bust- 
néss. It is practically optional’ on the 
income of accumiilated capital at which 
it is so largély aifmed owing to a variety 
of avenues of aveidancée, including tax- 
éxempt investment, taking ¢f losses and 
withholding of profits, splitting up of 
fortunes and corporate accumiulations. 
An its economic effects on industrial 
activity, on the flow of capital and on 
the production and distribution of wealth 
ft is potentially destructive, 

In the face of these effects, most of 
thém undéniable, and of the rapid de- 
dline in yield of these taxes, what is to 
be said of the theories of the economists 
and of the principle of ability to pay? 
tn the possibly biased opinion of the 
writér, theré is still something to be 
f£ald-for both, and for the income tax 
as a potentially fair and at present 
necessary part of our revénué system. 
As to “ ability to pay,’’ it may be said 
that, as an actual revenue producer, for 
@ brief period of war ana abnormal prof-

But in this essential respect, the situ- 
ation is rapidly reversing itself, and it 
is cléar that in the futurté the bulk of 
the revenue {is to come from ordinary 
tusiness profits, while capital, which is 
essential to the growth and stability of 
businéss, is free to seek tax-free in- 
veetment.

That is the situation today, and appar- 
ently none of our active economists; 
who are sometimes accused of being 
** semi-Socialists,’’ has risen up to decry 
it. It-ts doubtful if they know enough 
of the actual operation of the tax to 
realize it. -There are plenty of cases 
where a man’s whole net profit in the 
period 1917-20 has been taken in tax, 
but only the individuals and their ac- 
courtants or attorneys have been im- 
“pressed with the fact. The administra- 
tors at Washington are hardened to it. 
In somé cases, of course, a capital 
owned fn 1016 has been wiped out. 

Oné of thé leading associations active 
in Federal tax panaceas, the National 
Credit Mén’s Association, in a commit- 
tee tax report, emits the following 
eulogy on that part of our tax system 
which produces the results noted above: 
“All of the income of the country re- 
ceived or préduced by the group of citi- 
zéns represented by partnerships, per- 
sonal service corporations and individ- 
uals is now properly and equitably taxed 
under the present system.’’ 


Lack of Grasp. 


Predicated on this assumption, the 
game report elaborates a system for 
practically compelling the sabstantial 
distribution of all corporate profits for 
taxation to the stockholders as indi- 
viduals. 

Professor T. 8S. Adams, of Yale Univer- 
sity and the United Statés Treasury, in 
a published article refers to this as ‘‘ one 
of the most thoughtful reports on Fed- 
eral taxation which have recéntly ap- 
peared from any organization of busi- 
hess meén."’ 

I cite this as 4 typical instance of the 
lack of grasp of the real situation among 
men and) groups who aré recognized as 
active and influential in the effort to 
remeédy the evils in our present laws. 

The so-called Enlarged Tax Committee 
of the National Industrial. Conference 
Board, after a much advertised intensive 
study of the problém, assisted by econ- 
omists and tax experts, proposes to re- 
lteve the incidence of the tax on variable 
business profits by the so-called ‘ nét 
loss ’’ provision, by which a net loss in 
one year may be déducted: from ‘the in- 
comé of the preceding or following year. 
The same proposal is included in the so- 
called. referendum of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce. The utter inad« 
equacy and superficiality of this re- 
Hef, which was in fact granted in the- 
1918 law for a single -year, is apparent 
when we consider the actual ‘situation 
of thousatids of corporations and busi- 
hesses which in December, 1920, were 
borrowing money to pay thé last in- 
stalment of their 1919 taxes. The profits 
on their books at the end of 1919 were 
very high, but were, of course, invested 
in inventories. | 
Although representing the sum of cur- 
rent realizations dufing the year, the 
1919 profits were continually reinvested 
in new material and were at no time 
realized or realizable in fact as a net 
aggregate of profits. They were the 
book profits of a short period, neces- 
sarily tied up in the business, and were 
no more realised jn fact than an appre- 
ciation or increment in an unsold piece 
of property. These profits were subject 
to a graduated tax running above 70 
pér cent., in many cases equaling a net 
40 to 60 per cént. 


Much Discussed ‘‘ Net Loss.’ 


Let us také as @ typical instance a 
business book profit for 1919 of $500,000, 
which at the é¢nd of the year was tied 
up in inventories acquired at high prices. |

And yet these are the kinds of rem- 
edies proposéd by representatives, ac- 
tual or assumed, of responsible. busi- 
ness associations, all of whom, be it 
said, seém to be more or less leaning 
on the same group of advisers and to 
have failed entirely to appreciate the 
actual incidence of the tax on the mem- 
bers represented. 


Lamentable and Misleading. 


The same report proposed a-16 per 
cént. tax on corporate profits and then 
undertook to ‘‘ equalize’’ the tax on 
partnerships and individuals by limiting 
the surtaxes to 20 per cent. on “ saved 
and réinvested income,’’ a proposal so. 
involved and {impossible that its sup- 
posed sponsot seems recently to have 
disowned jt. The conception that un- 
like taxés résting at varying rates upon 
different forms of business organizations 
can be ‘‘ equalized ’’ by an attempt to 
place the same average burden on one 
aggregate class as on another aggre- 
gate class is one of the persistent fal- 
lacies which tend to make impossible 
any real remedy for our present situa- 
tion. 

Although corporaté business seems apt 
to survive, if it can secure a flat rate 
of tax, non-corporate business on any 
large scale must disappear. It could, 
of course, be saved, without loss of rev- 
enue, by the application of a flat rate 
of tax to all business profits. 

While it seems impossible to follow 
those daring business men and associa- 
tions who in théir wrath demand the 
abolition of all income taxes, or of all 
surtaxes, it is not hard to undérstand 
and sympathize with them. Nothing, I 
think, is more lamentable and misilead- 
ing, to use very géntle terms, than the 
smug suggestion that the opposition to 
these taxes comes from the fich man 
who is thinking of his own pocketbook. 
The rich man, as such, is very \well sit- 
uated under the present system. It is 
business. the active enterprise and in- 
dustry of the country, that is suffering 
under this system and protesting against 
its continuance. 

If, from the complicated nature of 
these taxes, business mefi ate unable to 
clearly differentiate between the arbi- 
trary incidence and effects of thé sut- 
taxes on business and their intended in- 
eidence on thé incomé of accumulated 
wealth, the greater fault {s with the sys- 
tem and not with the men who are seek- 
ing relief from its evils. Upon analysis, 
it will be found that not the least evil 
from which business is suffering is that 
the surtaxes do not reach the income of 
the ‘idle rich,’’ to ¢mploy a catch 
phrase, and that in the avoidance of the 
tax through the tax-exempt investment 
business is deprived of necéssary capital 
and is also suffering seriously by the 
taking of losses on cepital investment 
and withholding of profits and in other 
ways. 

‘“‘Tax Control” of Business. 

What the business interests want 
above all is justice and certainty in the 
incidence of the tax, with a minimum 
opportunity and inducement for avoid- 
ance by means which interfere with the 
‘‘normalcy ’’’ of the business world. 
They want a return to normalcy, to 
abolish ‘‘ tax control ’’ of business and 
the continueé experimentation in profits 
texation which causes such control. 

In this geferal situation, with no in- 
dication of an early disposition any- 
where either to propose or consider any 


adequate reform of the present income 
tax system, and with the necessity of 
immediate relief from the worst effects 
of the present taxes on énterprise and 
industry, {t may bé Worth while to at

Glimpses Behind chs Scenes in the|: 
Career of Harding’ s Choice for 
Ambassador in London

F all achievements: possible to a 

political ,writer, none is so sig- 

, Ral and so Universally admired 

as to make a Président. For 

the time being, Wargrick is greater than 
the King. 

. George’ Harvey, the choice of Prest- 

dent Harding for Ambassador to the 

Court of St. James’S, ts credited with 


having made one President by his own, 
original effort and has taken a leading 
part in making another. The most fit- 
ting of rewards for such dn achievé- 
ment, to the general mind, is an Am- 
bassadorship. Colonel Harvey received 
nothing in the first instance—much less 
than that~and his coming appointment 
to the London’ post haa been for wéeks 
the subjéct of popular debate. He has 
had defenders; yet their defense, 
though warm and generous, leaves 
something to bé desired. He ts the only 
public man on record, jthey say, who 
has left one party to jéin another and 
got away with it. As a personal. achieve+ 
ment, a display of political force, that 
{s indeed on a par with the making of 
Presidents. Yet there are those to whom 
such a déferge appears rather in the 
Hght of an accusation. 

In such matters the popular view is 
simple and summary. Only the bare 
outlines are visible and, in the present 
instance, a legend has grown up about 
them, stark and rather unlovely. Colo- 
nel Harvey started Woodrow Wilson 
on his way as a2 political power, and his 
work was no sooner done than his 
Frankenstein turned against him. There- 
upon Harvey fought Wilson tooth and 
nail; helped to defeat his dearest proj- 
ect, the League of Nations; turned 
Republican, and was among those who 
put forth Warren G. Harding as Wil- 
gon’s successor. The popular mind has 
room for little beyond personalities, 
their melodramas—and preferably of @ 
rather low order. 

The purpose of ‘this article is not 
apology, nor controversy of any Sort. It, 
fs history, and chiefly the dry bones of 
it—chronology. Between Wilson’s un- 
loading of Harvey and Harvey’s attack 
upon the Wilson Administration in his 
War Weekly seven years élapsed. What 
is the record of those seven years? It 
would be strange, would it not, if they 
were filled with forbearance toward a 
lost friend—with frank recognition of 
that ex-friend’s patriotic achievements, 
with ungrudging and Signally efficient 
first-aid that carried him through one 
political dilemma after another? There 
are those to whom such a record of 
self-control, or self-dénial and unflinch- 
ing public service, would constitute a 
far bettér title to the premier Ambassa- 
dorship than the feat of making and 
unmaking Presidents—or even of suc- 
cessfully turning a political coat. 

Most voters remember the launching 
of the Wilson boom in Harper’s Weekly 
fifteen years ago, in 1906. They remem- 
ber the ridicule that was at first ac- 
corded ‘the ‘‘ professorial candidate ”’ 
and perhaps also the gradual conver- 
sion of intellectual leaders in the Demo- 
cratic Party—Mayo Hazeltine, Henry 
Loomis Nelson and Colonel: Watterson ; 
St. Clair McKelway ef The Brooklyn 
Daily Eagle and Mayor Hemphill of 
The Charléston News and Courier. Then 
came Mr. Pulitzer of The World and 
after him the editor of. The Raleigh 
News and Observer—for not least among 
Colonel Harvey’s creations is Josephus 
Daniels. But few recal today the preé- 
cise causé in which Dr. Wilson was in- 
voked. Here is the first sentence in the 
decisive éditorial in The World, which 
Célonel Harvey himself wrote: ‘‘ If the 
Democratic Party is to be saved from 
falling into the hands of William J. 
Bryan as permanent receiver, a Man is 
necessary—and soon.’’ It was a move- 
ment of the educated and stable element 
of the party once called Gold Demo- 
crats. 

The story of how Dr. Wilson, whose 
Presidency at Princeton was drawing to 
an enforced close, was triumphantly 
elected to the Governorship of New Jer- 
Sey was told by Colonel Harvey’s aid, 





William Inglis, in Collier's Weekly for 
October 7, 14 and 21, 1916. It was a 
fascinating chapter in American politi- 
cal history, amazing in its revelation of 
the charm and power of Dr. Wilson's 
personality and of Colonel Harvey's re- 
sources as @ political manager; but at 
presént it is noteworthy chiefly as re- 
vealing the fact that the purpose in it 
all was to make a stepping-stone to 
the Présidency--to keep @ great party 
out of thé hands of a permanent re- 
ceiver. 


It was during the New Jersey Govern- 
orship that the famous Wilson-Harvey 
breach came, Least of all things was 
it dramatic. |The house-of Harper & 
Brothers, of which Colonel Harvey was 
Président, was owned by J. P. Morgan, 
who had advanced several‘ millions to 
savé it from shipwteck—largely, if not 
wholly, from motives of public spirit. 
This was, of course, known to Dr. Wil- 
son when he accepted the backing of 
Harper’s Weekly and ‘The North 
American Review. It-transpired later, 
however, that; Dr. Wilson’s connection 
with Colonel Harvey was taken in the 
West as indicating that he was’ a 
creature of ‘‘ Wall Street” and was 
thus hurting his campaign for the Pres- 
idéntial nomination. At a meeting at 
which Colonel Watterson -was present, 
Governor Wilson spoke very seriously of 
this, #6 seriously that Colonel Harvey 
asked: ‘‘Is there anything I can do— 
except, of course, to stop advocating 
your nomination?’ Governor. Wilson 
merely said: ‘‘I think not. Aft least 
I can’t think ;of anything.’’ Colonel 
Harvey replied: ‘* Then I will simply’ 
sing low.”’ A considerable pause fol- 
lowed, in which Governor Wilson said 
nothing. Colonel Watterson said to 
Colonel Harvey: ‘‘ Yes, that’s the only 
thing to do. The power of silence is 
very great—. For myself, too, I shall 
say nothing.” The significance of this 
last, of coursé, is in the fact that Colo- 
nel Watterson was freé of all suspi- 
cion of being dominated by ‘‘ the inter- 
ests.’’ The two Colonels stood together. 
Again there was a long pause which 
Governor Wilson ¢énded by saying: 
‘* Good day, gentlemen!’’ and departed. 

The letters which followed were of the 
highest courtesy on Governor Wilson’s 
part and on Colonel Harvey’s/ part of 
the highest dignity. ‘‘My mind is a 
one-track road and can run only oné 
train of thought at a time! * * * 
Never a word of my sincere gratitude to 
you for all your generous support. For- 
give me and forget my manners!’’ The 
gist of the Colonel’s answer was: ‘‘I 
think it should go without saying that 
no merely personal issue could arise be- 
tween you and me. * * * I have been 
actuated solely by the bélief that I was 
rendering a distinct public service. * * * 
Whatever little hurt I may have felt 
as a consequence of the unexpected per- 
ermptoriness of your attitude toward mé 
{s, of course; wholly eliminated by your 
gracious  words,’’ Governor Wilson 
begged Colonel Harvey to resume the 
old relationship and continue writing in 
Harper’s Weekly as before, but Colonel 
Harvey refused to make himeelf and his 
émployer Hable to a second public re- 
buké. In this he differs strikingly from 
othérs in a@ similar position who have 
endured slight after slight and then pub- 
lished théir shame to the world. 

All this might have been rapier fenc- 
ing of a deadly antagohist who awaits 
the opéning for a decisive thrust. To 
many who read the letters, which were 
published in The Evening Post, it 
must have seemed merely that. But 
the only fair way to judge of motives 
is by the resultant action. 


‘ Though Harper's Weekly ceased 
advocating Governor’ Wilson for the 
Presidential nomination, Colonel Har- 
vey continued to labor privately in the 
field of practical politics. At the Balti- 
more Convention he succeeded in check- 
mating both W. J. Bryan and Charles 
I. Murphy by means ‘of a bit of diplo- 
macy as subtle dnd adroit as it was 
truthful. The triumph was achieved 
‘by diagnosing an uncommonly astute 
move on Mr. Bryan’s part and defeat- 
ing it by the simple process of avoiding 
the trap. As Mr. Inglis tells the story, 
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The stages by which Colonel Harvey 
came into opposition: to President WuH- 
som. were gradtial, extending over a 
period of years. Of the first: months of 
thé Administration, which are mémora- 
ble for the framing of the Federal Re- 
sérve act, Colonel Harvey wrote in 
The North American Review; ‘ All 
that has been predicted of the effective- 
ness of Woodrow Wilson has been real- 
ized. No President of the United States 
has demonstrated’ greater capacity for 
true leadership. None, barring Lincoln, 
was confronted. at the sutset by a 
larger number of perplexing issues. 
None has met his difficulties with more 
sagacity or solved them mre skillfully.” 
He withheld his approval, however, 
from the bill exempting labor unfons 
from prosecution under the anti-trust 
law, on the ground that ft was class 
legislation; and he sharply opposed the 
President's Mexican policy. 

This @id not, however, result in any 
estrangement. When it came to the 
Congressional campaign of 1914, the 
President centred the fight on the issue 


way, again called for agsistance. Colo- 
nel. Harvey discarded the tariff issue 
as futile in wartime and made an ¢én- 
tirély new appeal, pleading the necés- 
sity of supporting the Administration in 
a time. of national danger. He made 
many speeches and wrote many more, 
which were delivered by others. He 
thus had a large part in converting a 
probable defeat into a Congressional \‘ma- 
jority of 25. f 


The split came oyer the attitude of the 
Administration toward Germany—the 
writing of notes. In 1916 Colonel Har- 
vey supported Hughes .for the Presi- 
dency. What followed is a matter ‘of, 
recent memory. The Administration was 
neglecting to prepare for war—on princi- 
ple, as everybody now knows. The Re- 
publicans in the Senate felt handicapped. 
in their opposition, in their demand for 
adequate preparédnegs, by the lack of an 
effective organ. Coloriel Harvey founded 
the War Weekly, which voloed théir 
views with vigor. 


There were many Américans, of course, 
who would have gladly written those 
articles in the War Weekly. ‘There are 
others, it is true, who questioned the 
good taste of the more personal dia- 
tribes, attribufing them to an ancient 
and ranking malice. They may be right; 
who shall say? 


Colonel Harvey is 4@ nationalist as op- 
posed to those who think it passible to 
merge American life and interept forth- 
with into a commercial pool. “But his 
opposition to the League of Nations 
Covenant as drafted centres in articles 
that have already been repudiated by 
the League itself, or so modified as to be 
unobjectionable. to American critics— 
Articles X.; XVI. and XI. It is said by 
those who should know that he assisted 
Senator Harding in writing the speech 
of Aug. 29 which declared unequivocably | 
in favor of séme association of nations 
founded on an international court, but 
not excluding a council—‘‘ call it an as- 
sociation, a league, or what not, the 
name is immaterifal.’’ For several dec+ 
ades he has made annual business trips 
to London arid has many friends there. 
In @ Speech delivered on March 27, 1918, 
‘he gaid: “It is the day of England’s 
greatest glory in the service of mankind, 
Never before in her long career has she, 
never before in the history of the world 
has any nation; stood more nobly for all 
that makes Hfe worth living. Pausi 
first, as I do, and as our guest would 
have me to do, to salute with gratitude 
and with reverence our sister France, 
we all must realize that at this moment, 
through force of circumstances, the high- 
est honor rightfully attaches to our 
mother England. Well might our Presi- 
dent express to that undaunted host the 
admiration of the American people of 
their ‘ splendid steadfastness and valor,’ 
and breathe ‘ a perfect confidence’ that 
they will emerge from the frightful con- 
flict vietorious. That we should be bear- 
ing so small a portion of the mighty bur- 
den is naturally a source ‘of deepest 
grief; but if, a& I believe, this is but the- 
beginning of the war, we have yet time

This means that 
instead of Huropean investors looking 
abroad for means of investing money, 
Ameérican investors will find it advan- 
tageous to invest in Europe. It means 
that New York has become London’s 
tival, if not her superior, as the finan- 
olal centre of the world. 
gtéat many other things; and it 
amounts to a transformation in our 
economic status so very important that 
only bankers, financial experts and close 
stiidents of events are yet awake to 
its great possibilities ahd its deep 
meanings. All of: which is another way 
of saying that our national policies must 
be profoundly modified in the immediate 
future, and that New York must lead 
in furthering that new adjustment to 
world conditions.

HIS is an age of paper, which is 

the same as saying that it is an 

age of wood. The uses to whicl1 | 

wood is being put are constantly | 

increasing and will increase. <A. 
striking example is that of the manu- 
facture of alcohol from the waste of 
paper mills, which has already made 
great strides fn Sweden, and _ alcohol 
will soon take thé place of our rapidly 
declining gasoline supply, giving us a 
eheaper and better fuel. 

Much publicity has been given of re- 
cent years to the scarcity and high price 
of newsprint, and one of the reasons for 
this is the growing scarcity of the raw 
material from which paper is made. 
Woods suitable for the manufacture of 
newspapér are becoming more and more 
inaccessible and consequently more cost- 
ly, ahd we are told that in the North- 
eastern United States within fifteen 
years manhy paper mills will have to 
close unless they can get their supplies 
from Canada. Already ‘* Our Lady of 
the Snows ’’ makes 3114 per cent. of all 
the.newspaper,used in the United States, 
so that the Interest of that country is as 
gfeat'as Canada’s own in the preserva- 
tion and proper use of her forests, 

Fortunately for all concerned, the tims 
jae lands of Canada have never been 

sold, as were those in the United States; 
but are still the property of the people, 
and the right to cut timber is only 
leased, and the timber must be cut ac- 
cording to regujations fixed by the Govr 
ernment. As 90 per cont. of the fordst 
land belongs, to' the’ State, it is certdin 
that no one will be allowed to destroy 
{it wantonly for private or corporate 
profit. 

As a very large proportion ‘of the laind 
area of Canada is suitable only for 
growing timber, and because numberless 
water powers are dependent for their 
value on the forest, their maintenance 
is an absolute necessity. All over: the

| ture of pulp and paper are springing up, 


and as they are almost always located 
at water-power sites and near the for- 
ests, it has been necessary to construct 
Villages in which the employes and 
laborers can livé. ‘These villages con- 
tain about 5,000 inhabitants to each 
paper mill, and are models. ‘They have 
modern water and sewerage systems, 
electrte light, good schools, generally 
also night schools, hospitals and tom- 
munity and welfare activities, schools 


for housekeeping, and playgrounds for 
children and adults. 


As these communities are absolutely 
aependent on the ¢orest, it is unthinkable 
that they should bé allowed to go out 
of existence with the cutting off of the 
timper. Mcans must be found to insure 
6 permanent supply of wood for the 
mills on which they depend: Tiwo meth- 
ods are open for achieving this aim. 
One is to restrict the cut and the cén- 
sumption so that no more’ will be taken 
in any one year than grows in that year 
—that is, using the forest as a farm 
rather than as a mine. The other ts 
compelling the concessionaires to plant 
as many treés é¢ach year és they rémove 
{rom the forest. A fdéfest can be aptly 
compared to a bond with coupons at- 
tached. Only one coupon can be de- 
tached at a time, that time being the 
aate om which it is due. The wise man 
will conserve his éapital, using only his 
income, and the wise nafion will do the 
same, 

All nations have gone through a crisis 
when jthcir suppliés of timber began to 
be inddequate dor their needs, and only 
those which have solvéd the problem 
hayé prospered; those which fatied to 
solve it have become decadent. Witness, 
on the one hand, France, Germany and 
Scandinavia; on the other, China, Syria 
énd Spain.

the ways, and Canada is neafing the 
gins'on @ very large scale {n)the United 
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States in the very near future, there will 
be @ woeful shortage. Canada’s supply 
in the east, at the present rate of con- 
sumption, will last for fifty years; but 
the consumption is increasing by leaps 
and bounds. In British Columbia there 
is timber for ‘a very long time, but it is 
the eastern supply in which the great 
hewspapers are interested. 

Unless immediate steps are taken to 
use the forests properly and take meas- 
ures, ecithér natural or artificial, for 
their replacement, the publishers and 
all other users of paper must face 
steadily rising costs. Labor and sup- 
plies play a large part in logging opera- 
tions, but the cost of these two factors 
will not steadily increase. Logging Is, 
after all, mainly @ matter of transporta- 
tions and the further from the mills and 
the, more difficult the transport of logs 
is the greater the logging cost. Also, as 
we go further into the north for out 
timber, the time it takes to grow trecs 
increases, the trees are smaller and give 
less a yield per acre, -making the cost 
of logging greater. The cost of trans- 
porting wood, as logs, the handiest 
package of fibre we Know, is 80 great 
that most of it must be borne by rivers, 
aided by the hardy river driver who 
follows the stream of logs and pushes 
off those which become stranded on the 


banks or ‘jam’ in the rapids, where’ 


only dynamite and daring can dislodge 
them. With proper methods of han- 
dling our forests and of replacing them 
by planting the above process becomiés 
revérsed, and our curve of costs, while 
tising slightly, owing to increased costs 
of more conservative logging and the 
cost of planting, will soon commence to 
decline because the number and size of 
the trees per acre will increase and the 
plantations can be made in close prox- 
imity to mills, reducing the distances 
that the wood will have to be trahs-’ 
ported, decreasing the cost of logging 
and fire protection, and enabling’ the 





employment of mechinery for logging 
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which will reduce the number of men. 
The planting and care of these forésts 
will also give employment to large ad- 
ditional populations. 

In Canada the pioneer in forestry 
progress has been the Province of 
Quebec, which, under Sir Lomer Gouin, 
established a forest school and a Forest 
Service. The Hon. Jules Allard, Min- 
ister of Lands and Forests, established 
the principle of co-operation with the 
holders of timber lands for fire pro- 
tection. This has given timber lands 
in Quebec a security from destruction 
by fire second to none. Steady, prog- 
ress has been made along lines of con- 
servative forest management, and the 
Provinces of British Columbia, New 
Brunswick and Ontario are following 
the lead of Quebec. 

The principle of co-operation with pri- 
vate interests has shown the broadmind- 
édness of the Quebec Government and 
has marked a most isiteresting develop- 
ment. Instead of tying everything up 
with red tape and trying to run évery- 
thing by Government § departments, 
great public works, such as storage 
dams, bridges and roads, have been 
built co-operatively—that is, the Gov- 
etnment has contributed part of the 


cost, approved the plans, and allowed: 


the works to be carried. out by several 
private cotnpanies working together. 
Fire protection of forests is handled 
now almost entirely by co-operative as- 
sociations of timber land holders, and 
the Governmént has placed its own 
lands under the protection of these as- 
scclations. 


Another interesting phase of the senti- 
ment for the proper utilization of the 
forests on the basis .of a sustained yicid 
in Canada has been the interest taken 
by the great pulp and paper companies. 
They, realized that with their large in- 
vestments in plants of a permanértit 
character, with towns and Villages and 
often districts dependent on them, they 


|. size can be determinéd and a barry 
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must look to the permanence of their | 


supplies of raw material. The first step 
along these lines was made in 1908, 
when the Laurentide Company estab- 
lished a fire protection service, and in 
1909 organized the first co-operative 
forest fire protective association to safe- 
guard the forésts along the line of the 
National.

Its example has 
been followed by the Riordan Pulp and 
Paper Company, and the Abitibi Com- 
pany and the Spanish River Company 
expect to begin this coming Spring. The 
Laurentide Company wae als#o the first 
to use aircraft in forest patrol suc- 
cessfully, and for two seasons has ¢ar- 
ried on aerial reconndissance and map- 
ping of its timber, holdings. More than 
@ thousand square miles were photo- 
graphically mapped last year, and plans 
for the coming year call for the map- 
ping of twice that amount. 

The, use of aircraft makes possible a 
rapid stock taking of timber lands at 
a cost far below that of the same work 
on the ground. .

FRENCH DAMAGE CLAIMS 





New York, March 12, 1921. 
To the Editor, of The New York Times: 

While the question of indemnity to be 
paid by Germany is now occupying the 
greatest minds among European states- 
men, it is interesting for English-speak- 
ing people to read in The London Times 
a series of articles contributed by Henri 
Brenier, General Manager of the Mar- 
seilles Chamber of Commerce. 


Mr: Brenier frequently quotes from 
Mr. Keynes’s book, apparently to show 
that the latter’s statements were often 
biased. 


The Brenter articles dwell mainly upon 
the amount of damage done in France 
by the Germans, and give figures, which 
have been corroborated ‘by a number of 
experts, at variance with the ridiculous- 
ly low estimates of Mr. Keynes, making 
comparisons which will appear particu- 
larly striking to Englishmen. 

Mr. Keynes stated that only 4 per 
cent. of the territory of France had been 
invaded, but Mr. Brenier writes that 
nearly 7 per cent. of French territory 
suffered during four years the greatest 
damage of the greatest war. This, he 
says, represents 9,000,000 acres, or about 
28 per cent. of England’s area. 

Mr. Keynes not only erred fn regard 
o the size of the devastated area, but 
1e entirely failed to realize—and con- 
sequently to apprise his countrymen— 


that the sald area was, except Paris, the |. 


tichest territory in France. 

Mr. Keynes mentioned ‘‘ two eities ’’ 
as having been destroyed, because those 
two cities, Rheims and St. Quentin, were4 
the only ones with ,over 35,000 inhabi- 
tants, as if this would suffice to settle 
this important question. Mr. Brenier 
points out that a great many other cities 
suffered terrible damage, and that 
among the departments directly af- 
fected by the war are included that of 
the Nord, with a population of 340 in- 
habitants per square kilometer, that of 
?as de Calais, with a population of 158 
nhabitants, where the average popula- 
tion of France before the war was only 
74 inhabitants per square kilometer. 

To another of Mr. Keynes’s phrases 
that ‘‘ many of those cities were old and 
many of those hamlets were miserable ”’ 
(fine excuse to destroy them!) Mr. Bre- 
nier in a thrilling historic résumé shows 
what those old provinces of Flanders, 
Artois, Picardy, Vermandois, Cham- 
pagne, &c., what those “ old " cities like 
Arras, Laon, Soissons, Cambrai, Noyon, 
Senlis, Amiens, Péronne, Maziéres, &c., 
and what those ‘‘ miserable’’ hamlets 
such as Bouvines, Wattignies and Roc- 
roy meant to a French heart and mind. 
He remarks that the etymological mean- 
ing of Verdun, the Viro-Donum of the 
Gauls, is: ‘‘ Man’s fortress frowning 
upon the rapacity of the Eastern bar- 
barians.’’ Mr. Brenier strikingly states 
that not only; the material but the moral 
damage should be taken into account. 

The second article touches on the ques- 
tion of damage wrought to buildings, 
and points out that the estimate of the 
proper amount of indemnity should be 
based on the present replacement value 
of such buildings, the number of which 
is 304,191 entirely destroyed and 290,425 
partially destroyed. Not only the build- 
ings but, of course, the streets, sewers, 
gas pipes, electric wiring, &c., have to be 
put in shape, and all this cannot be done 
before the entire ground has been cleared 
of débris and leveled. Indeed, to start 
any reconstruction work, over 41,000,000 
eubic yards of ruins had to be removed. 
According to the authoritative state- 
ments made by eminent men in the 
building line, it will take at least six- 
teen years to repair the damage, if the 
labor can be obtained as before the war. 

As regards damage caused to agri- 
culture, Mr. \Brenier questions Mr. 
Keynes's right to declare that an in- 
demnity of 2,500,000,000 francs would be

** extravagant.” Indeed, subsequent 
valuation carefully determined has 
placed the right figures at 21,000,000,000 
francs and a ridiculous minimum of 
8,876,000,000 francs. In his article Mr. 
Brenier demonstrates how the larger 
amount was arrived at. 

Then, again, Mr. Keynes bunches to- 
gether such big items as ‘’ the trans- 
portation system, furniture, machinery, 
coal mines and several less important 
particulars,’’ to conclude: that -‘‘ these 
losses,’’ no matter how serious they may 
have been, could not attain in vatue sev- 
eral million pounds sterling, since th< 
occurred in such a small portion of 
France. Mr. Brenfer takes exception tc 
such preposterous statements, and, de- 
Lscribing only the loss suffered by th 
transportation system, shows in his third 
artigle in the following manner that 
los® far exceeds several million pound: 
sterling: 

Railroad lines were destroyed to the 
extent of 5,587 kilometers, which repre- 
sents about the entire railway system of 
Switzerland; 250 stations were complete- 
ly demolished, this without cvunting a 





' 


large number of other stations damaged 
by bombardment. The destruction con- 
sisted not only of the removal of rails— 
for which work the Germans had in- 
vented a special V-shaped plow—but in 
the razing of ,bridges, tunnels, engine 
houses, signals, switches, &c. At the 
end of 1919 France was short 41,000 
railway cars, taken by the Germans, 
many of which had been retained inten- 
tionally in Germany before the declara- 
tion of war. <As to the roads, 53,210 
kilometers have to undergo some repairs 
and $,223 bridges were destroyed. Eight 
systems of canals were very badly dam- 
aged, and to show how important these 
eanals were to France it should be 
stated that the St. Quentin Canal alone 
had a a con, traffic of 8,000,000 
tons a year.

‘“‘The Just Peace,’’ by Raphael Levy, 
Senator and a.member of the Frehch 
Institute, has been published lately on 
the subject of reparation.

Your interesting editorial article on 
the twelve-hour day in the steel indus- 
try leads me to believe that perhaps 
you have overlooked the successful oper- 
ation of the éight-hour shift in other 
important branches of our metallurgical 
industries. You say, ‘‘ The fundamen- 
tal difficulty is that of the’ necessarily 
continuous operation of steel mills. The 
metal cannot be allowed to cool off. 
Until recently the possibility of three 
shifts of eight hours, instead of two of 
twelve, had scarcely been admitted.’’ 

I would call your attention to the fact 
that in copper and lead smelters the 
eight-hour shift is very common, and 
has been for many years. The exact 
date when the change from the twelve- 
hour .shift to the eight-hour shift in 
the Western smelters occurred the 
writer cannot definitely state. However. 
he entered the employ of the Anaconda 
Copper Mining Company early after the 
completion of their Washoe smelter in 
Anaconda—a plant which rivals many of 
the Steel Corporation's plants in size 
and number of employes—that is to 
say, nearly twenty years ago. Men at 
that plant have always worked on the 
three-shift plan, 7 to 3, 3 to 11, 11 to 7. 
Since that time I. have traveled rather 
extensively in the United States, and be- 
lieve I have visited every lead or copper 
smelter west of the Mississippi River, 
and in none of. these plants was a 
twelve-hour shift in effect. All of ‘them 
naturally operate furnaces which are in 
blast continuously from the year's begin- 
ning to its end.’ 

Bince men in the steel industry are un-

the people of the United States sincere 
regret that anything should have oc- 
curred to interrupt or mar thé relations 
of cordial friendship that had so long 
subsisted between the two nations,’ is 
eliminated. This was the section that 
was so bitterly opposed by friends of 
Colonel Roosevelt, the reference in the 
section being to the Panama insurrec- 
tion of November, 1903.’ 


Allow me to take this opportunity, as 
a Colombian citizen, publicly to protest 
against such a radical change of the 
treaty signed on April 6, 1914, by the 
United \States Minister at Bogota and 
the Secretary of Foreign Relations of 
Colombia. It is the so-called Urrutia- 
Thompson Treaty. It was approved by 
the Colombian Congress in 1914 and 
rejected by the United States Congress 
every time it was brought up for rati- 
fication. Presidents Taft and Wilson 
failed in their many efforts at settling 
that eightecn-year-old dispute. 

The proposed. change, the elimination 
of the ‘“‘sincere regret’” clause, is ex- 
actly what caused Senator Lodge of 
Massachusetts gratuitously to insult Co- 
lombia, accusing her of '“ international 
blackmail.’’ Curiously enough, Senator 
Lodge is the one who is now urging 
prompt ratification of the treaty. His 
volte face can only be explained as the 
result of calm reflection: upon the fact 
that if the payment of the $25,000,006 
indemnity was a cage of an attempt on 
the: part of Colombia to ‘“' blackmail” 
the United States, the elimination of 
the “sincere regret ’’ article, leaving in- 
tact the indemnity clause, would leave 
the ‘‘blackmail” accusation in force. 
In other words, he was not willing to 
let Colombia blackmail the United 
States; he is willing, however, to offer 
to pay her a sum of money for the 
wrong which ‘he admits now the United 
States committed against Colombia in 
100%. Te does not realize that his 
econ na aud fave will ‘usage inten- 











sify the fasult to Colombia in the eyes 
of all Colombians, 


If the United States realizes now that 
Colombia was wronged when the Isth- 
mus of Panama was made to secede 
from her in 1903, and is willing to make 
good the material loss which Colombia 
then suffered, the country ought also to 
be big enough to offer moral reparation 
for the offense. Colombia expects it, 
every Spanish American expects it, of 
the United States. Without it a mone- 
tary payment .for a slap in the face 
would merely intensify the insult and 
make stronger the anti-North American 
feeling throughout Latin America. 


Twelve years’ residence in the United 
States, where I have received my pre- 
paratory school education and my scien- 
tific training, have made me admire the 
United States for its magnanimity. in 
some of its international dealings, and 
give some hope that the differences be- 
tween it and my country, Colombia, 
may some day be settled satisfactorily 
for all concerned—a moral as well ag a 
material reparation. Without the former 
I sincerely ‘hope that Colombia will re- 
ject the latter.

Cranks have a puor chance of causing 
trouble. They are handled expeditiously 
and effectively. If the policeman in the 
lobby finds himself confronted by.an 
eccentric, the caller is invited into one 
of the waiting rooms The Secret Service 
men put in an appearance. That Is the 
last seen of the crank in the White 
House. He disappears into the base- 
ment, whére he Is locked in a room until 
an ambulance can be summoned from St.

How President ‘Works. 

The Secret Service operatives attached 
to the White House work quietly, but 
none the less effectively. It {s their duty 
to see that no person who possibly might 
be under suspicion gets anywhere near 
the President. They must, therefore, 
have a complete check on the President’s 
activities. . 

If the President leaves the White 
House the Secret Service men always 
are with him. There have been times 
when a President attempted to elude his 
guardians by hurrying from the White 
House without giving notice of his in- 
tentions. The chief usher or some other 
employe gets the word to the Secret Ser- 
vice men, and they are immediately in 
pursuit.

building, with the rail connection which 
it would have in such a location, it 
could hardly fail to be conducted more 
efficiently and economically than, !s 
possible at present. This is true of 
bundreds of factory establishments in 
the elder boroughs, and especially in 
Manhattan. It is a condition that the 
Merhcants’ Association is seeking to 
change by obtaining and distributing 
information with regard to eligible loca- 
tions for different classes of industry. 

“This same thing is true to a less ex- 
tent of the commercial activity which 
‘is so important in the city. Mistakes of 
location entail an enormous waste of 
capital. This was illustrated only re- 
cently when the wholesale textile trade 
suddenly moved from ita old location in 
lower Manhattan to Fourth and Fifth 
Avenues below Forty-second Street. The 
old buildings were deserted and stood 
idle, falling to a large extent into the 
unproductive class of investments. Great 
new buildings were erected, and while 
these were more modern and better 
suited to the textile trade, they crowded 
out or destroyed the value of much ad- 
joining property, as is inevitable 'when 
such changes occur. 

Sweeping Changes. 

“Large areas of the city’s real estate 
have never been improved, especially in 
the Long Island boroughs and on Staten 
Island. Even in Manhattan, which is 
supposed to be overflowing with popu- 
lation, there are considerable areas 
which might be put to much better .use 
than at present is the case. I -have in 
mind such tracts as that to the west of 
Varick Street in lower Manhattan. In 
this region there are hundreds of houses 
two or three stories high which a cen- 
tury or more ago were occupied by lead- 
ers of wealth and fashion in the city 
and are now used as tenements or to 
house small shops. I have no doubts 
that before many years the transform- 
ers of the city will work a change here 
as sweeping in its way as that which 
has been wrought within the Jast few 
years on the t side from Forty-sec- 
ond to Ninety-sixth Street. 

**No improvement of the city can be 
brought about without a community 
pspirit. Regardless of what may be sald 
to the contrary, every New Yorker loves 
his city and is proud of it. Many of 
us, however, have not been taught to 
show our regard by co-operative effort. 
Each one of us can lift up his voice 
and it is drowned in the universal hub- 
bub; but let us all get “together and 
raise our voices and we shall find that 
the chorus drowns out everything else. 
If we join forces to bring about a pub- 
lic improvement, it is brought about. 
This is human nature. It has been the 
experience of the past, and it will be 
the experience of the future. It is for 
us to realize the wonderful opportunity 
that Hes before us. We must first of 
all comprehend our changed relation to 
the rest of the world, a change which 
has made us one of the three great 
capitals, and perhaps the greatest of 
them all. We must learn to stand up 
straight and hold our shoulders back. 
We must realize that we are setting an 
example to every other community in 
the United States. I say this, not out 
ef vain glory, but because it is literally 
true. If a thing comes from New York, 
we all know how it is looked upon as 
in some sense authoritative in the mat- 
ter. We set the pace. It is our duty 
to see that the pace we set is one that 
is worth imitating. 

_** We business men have found it nec- 
essary to organize for our own protec- 
tion. That is a development of our sya- 
tem of government, in which the people 
rule, We -have learned. that they rule 
much more efficiently and much more 
effectively if they are banded together 
in-an association or a chamber of com- 
merce than if their wishes have tio cen- 
tral point of expression. This lesson was 
taught us first by organized labor, 
which has made gratifying progress 
merely because it was organized and 
able to voice its requests as a unit. 

* Every community in a country such 
as ours should be organized for its own 
betterment and for the betterment of its 

ts. This is in line with our

least point out possible remedial emer- 
gency provision which would go'a long 
way toward removing several major 
evils, These major evils include the 
confiscatory incidence of the surtaxes 
on business profits, the avoidance of the 
tax by investment in tax-free securities, 
and the very rapid decline in the aggre- 
gate of taxable income as a source of 
revenue. The possible remedial provi- 
sion to be suggested is that at the tax- 
Payer’s option the surtaxes should be 
limited to a named percentage, possibly 
a sliding scale percentage, of his de- 
elared capital, including non-taxable in- 
vestments. 

To meet a ready superficial criticism 
from proponenta of high profits taxa- 
tion, it may be said.that the valuation 
of a taxpayer’s present capital, if he 
chooses to declare it under oath ‘and 
subject to penalty, is a relatively simple 
matter, involving none of the special 


difficulties resulting from the definition’ 


of invested capital in the excess profits 
tax law. 

If such @ provision could be adopted 
simply as an emergency relief measure 
it would save at once all that class of 
cases where owners will not sell capital 
assets, such as timberlands, which are 
badly needed for business development. 
It would create an important induce- 
ment to capital: investment in active 
business and enable the potential inves- 
tor to figure in advance of his invest- 
ment a practical maximum on the tax 
to be paid in the event of success. He 
could measure his risk against his prof- 
its, without fearing the confiscation of 
his profits. It would prevent actual in- 


justice in the incidence of the high sur-. 


taxes without reducing the tax on in- 
come from secure investment. 

It is to be hoped that the surtax maxi- 
mum will in any event be matertally 
reduced, but whether it is high or high- 
er, its burden on varying business profits 
is necessarily much greater than upon 
so-called unearned or periodic income 
from secure investment. The most prac- 
tieal way ‘to adjust this inequality and 
also to attract capital tnto active in- 
dustry is to place an outside limitation 
on the tax based on'‘all capital. In the 
writer's judgment, the total surtaxes 
should not exceed 3 per cent. of the 
taxpayer’s total capital. This is about 
what they are at a 60 per cent. rate ‘on 
@ 6 per cent. income. Opinions may 
differ as to the maximum rate, but 
hardly as to the justice and necessity 
of. prescribing such a limitation as the 
simplest way to avoid the confiscatory 
effects of the surtaxes in special cases. 

There have been many cases where the 
surtaxes have exceeded 30 per cent., and 
even 50 per cent. of the capital; a few 
where {t has taken practically all the re- 
maining assets of the taxpayer. There 
is no other single provision that would 
go eo far toward actual relief in the 
matters that require relief, and at the 

time by attracting capital into ac- 
ve employment increase the aggregate 
of taxable income, which is now dimin- 
ishing.

RECORD IN LOW HURDLES 


Barron Wins Event In 0:09 2-5— 
Lesile Conquers Choice Field In 
1,000-Yard Champlonship. 


One record was broken anda new rec- 
ord established in the national senior 
A. A. U. athletic meet held last night 
at the 22d Regiment Armory. New 
champion figures were hung up for the 
one-mile walk by Richard F. Remer of 
the American Walkers’ Association, who 
footed the distance in 6:29. The old 
mark, 6:39.4-5, had been set up a year 
ago by Joseph B. Pearman of the New 
York A. C., who finished second to 
Remer last night. In the 70-yard hurdles, 
a change in the rules goverriing the race 
paved the way for a record. The rules 
had been altered since last year to pro- 
vide for five instead of six hurdles, and 
this was the first championship race run 
under the new condition. . 

Thus, Harold E. Barron of Penn State 
who won the event in 9 2-5 seconds, and 
Harry Goelits of the Illinois A. A., who 


made the.same* time’ in his trial heat 
share the honors of establishing the 


record. 

Interest of the spectators who crowded 
the armory to overflowtng centred large- 
ly in the 1,000-yard won by Sidney Leslie 
of the Guaranty Club, the local 1,000- 
yard champion, from a field.of fourteen 
of the cleverest middle-distance runners 
barring Joie Ray and one or two others 
who could have been assembled. This 
was Leslie’s first victory in a _-senior 
national championship race. Leslie was 
in front for the last lap and three- 
quarters and won with five yards to 
spare over Joe Higgins of the New York 
A. C. The time of 2:15 2-5 was excel- 
lent, only one and two-fifths slower than 
the record of 2:14 established by the late 
Jonny Overton of Yale. 


Leslie Wins by Rally. 


Lesiie’s spectacular running over the 
closing lap and a half of the four and 
one-half lap journey gave the veteran 
middle-distancer his first senior title 
in his initial race as a member of the 
Guaranty Club. Leslie, up to the time 
he entered the fourth lap, hung back of 
the smart pace set alternately by Jimmy 
Connolly and James Caffrey of Boston 
College. Connolly carried the pack over 
the first circuit of the drill shed floor 
and on the second lap Caffrey moved 
into the van, passing the quarter-mile 
mark in 562-5 seconds, Caffrey still 
was the pacemaker on the third ellipse, 
followed by Connolly, Leslie and Long 
Tom Campbell of Yale. Just as the 
field was entering the fourth lap Leslie 
went to the front and passed the half- 
mile in 1:59.. The Brooklyn veteran 
picked up speed as he attained the lead 
and rounding the first turn on the ball 
lap Leslie was racing away five yard 
in front of the slipptmg Connolly. 

Campbell made a heroic effort to over- 
baul the leader here and the crowd was 
brought to its feet as'the Eli standard 
bearer, calling on every ounce of-his 
strength, set sail for the fleet-footed 
Leslie. Sid, however, beat off the chal- 
lenge, holding his lead in the face of 
Campbell's determined rally to the turn 
before the short stretch run, where 
Campbell weakened, faltered and finally 
floundered. Joe Higgins of the New 
York A. €., came strong in the closing 
half lap and with a wonderful burst of 
speed .crept up past Campbell, Sellers 
and Connolly to carry off second medal.’ 


Remer Has Close Shave. 


Dick Remer flashed a spectacular clos- 
ing burst in annexing victory in the mile 
walk in record time. ,The gray-haired 


veteran of the heel and toe game, alter- 
nating in the early pace with Joe Pear- 
man and Willie Plant, two of the lead- 
ing walkers in the country, suddenly 
weht away at a startling rate of speed 
in the last fifteen yards and passed 
Plant and Pearman in the advance on 
the tape. Remer’s victory was meas- 
ured by inches and. Pearman and 
Plant were closely aligned as they went 
past the officials at the finish. The 
time, 6:29, shaved ten and four-fifths 
seconds off the previous championship 
record, hung up last year by Pearman. 

Columbia University’s crack relay 
quartet, composed of R. M. Burtt, Vic 
Graeb, ‘E. P. Marzolf and Walter Hig- 
gins, carried off the medley relay title, 
covering the one and seven-eighths miles 
in 7:441-5. This was one and one-fifth 
seconds slower than the champtonship 
record. Higgins ran an impressive mile 
on the anchor leg, covering the dis- 
tance in 4:20 4-5. :

CAPABLANCA AVOIDS 
TRAP SET BY RIVAL 


Summary of) Moves in Second 
Chess Game Shows Lasker’s 
Position at Adjournment. 


Details of the second game for the 
world’s chess championship, finished 
Friday night between Dr. Wmanuel 
Lasker and Jose R. Capablanca, were re- 
ceived, here yesterday and showed that 
the menacing position occupied at time 
of adjournment by Capablanca with 
Queen and Rook was not so threatening 
as it had appeared on the surface. In 
fact, the situation presented on the 
board offered opportunity for the lay- 
ing of a trap on the part of. Dr. Lasker, 
who practically dared his youthful rival 
to capture his. unprotected Queen’s 
Rook’s Pawn. The Cuban, however, had 
thoroughl looked into and ppraised the 
position, merely sniffed at the Pawn like 
@ mouse at’a suspicious piece of bait, 
and left it severely alone. This led to 
simplification through an exchange of a 
pair of Rooks and the Queens, thereby 
removing nearly all the major difficul- 
ties. This left each player with a Rook, 
Bishops. commanding squares of the 
same color and five Pawns apiece. ‘With 
little prospects of either one being able 
to break through, the masters agreed 
to a draw after a total of forty moves 
had been recorded. 

With the colons reversed, the opening 
of the game, a Queen’s Gambit declined, 
was not wholly dissimilar to the first at 
the same opening. Thé chief point of 
difference lay in the development by Dr. 
Lasker of his Queen’s Bishop, which did 
not occur until the twentieth move, 
whereas Capablanca had brought it out 
at his fifth turn, last-Tuesday.

“Yale University won the intercollegiate 





swimming champtorship last night in the 
meet at the Columbia pool, with a wide 
margin of superiority over all rivals. 


|The Elis scored .26 points, and their 


nearest rivals, mherst and Rutgers, 
tied for second place, could scoré but 5 
points each. Columbia was fourth with 
4 points, Pennsylvania fifth, with 8 and 
Navy last with 2. The other colleges 
represented did not place. 

The Yale men scored first place in the 
fancy dive, plunge and 100-yard race. 
They lost, however, in the one event in 
which it seemed most certain that the 
Blue would wave most triumphantly. 
This was in the 50-yard dash in which 
Edwin Binney Jr. of Yale in his pre- 


liminary heat in the afternoon had low- 
ered his own previous record of 241-5 
seconds to 234-5 seconds. Few would 
have conceded any one other than 
Binney a-chance in the final, yet Binney 
had to be content with second place. 

Damon of Amherst was the lad who 
upset all calculations in this astonish- 
ing manner. The fifty was the fastest 
event of the meet. Damon set a terrific 
pace from the start and he led Binney 
to the finish by no less than five yards. 
Yet the time was three-fifths of a 
second slower than Binney’s mark of 
the afternoon. Damon covered the dis- 
tance in 242-5 seconds. Binney was 
evidently a trifle wearied }>y his ex- 
ertions earlier in the day, but even so, 
the decisiveness of Damon’s v‘ctory was 
a surprising thing. ,. 

The 100-yard dash was the ‘closest 
race of the evening.

Cotton Prices 
and 
Cotten Goods. 


A little more 
support. was 
shown to the cot- 
ton markets here 
and abroad dur- 
ing the last week, and it was reflected 
in the quotations on the raw material. 
Nothing is heard nowadays of the or- 
ganizations which were to insist upon 
anything from 80 to 60 cents a pound 
for cotton. They have subsided after 
coming in contact with the powerful 
law of supply and demand. The for- 
mer seems to loom up large as against 
the latter. In the domestic mills, for 
example; the consumption of cotton in 
February was only 885,563 bales of 
lint and 33,3899 of linters. This is a 
little better than was the record of the 
preceding month, but is about 80,000 
bales below that of February, 1920. 
For the seven months of the present 
cotton year the total consumption was 
something over 2,700,000 bales. In the 
same period last year, the total was 
8,655,010 bales. If consumption does 
not materially improve, the takings of 
domestic mills for this year will be less 
than 5,000,000 bales, which would be 
the lowest for ten years. Little prep-

Plans Prepared by D. L. . Turner, 

‘Chief Transit Construction Engl- 
neer, Who Says ‘Need Is Urgent. 


Two plans devised fér the periné of 
congestion on_ thoroughfares 


relieving 
where the traffic is now greatly re-|. 


tarded by numbers and where conditjona | 
are ‘steadily & worse, have been 
prepared by D. L. Turner, Chief Engi- 
neer of: the Transit Construction: Com- 
mission. The plans ‘are elaborate. One 
of the” thoroughfares chosen for the 
purposes of illustrating one of the plans 
is Fifth Avenue between ‘Fourteenth and 
Fifty-seventh Streets, 
_ Its proposed to increase the roadway 
by the width of the sidewalk by redluc- 
ing each sidewalk 50 per cent. in width. 
‘Then to build underground sidewalks of 
the same width and to use the space. 
between for the operation of ae 
platforms. 

The other plan provides for an éle- 
vated roadway of ornamental désign 
and to decrease the width of the side- 


| walks, thus adding space to the road- 


way. It was suggested that this ele- 
vated design might prove serviceable/on 
Broadway between ‘points of the greatest 
congestion. 

The underground plan suggested for 
Fifth Aventie would cost; according to 
the estimates, $8,000,000 a mile and the 
overhead plan about $1,500,000 a mile. 
The proposed plan would’ increase the 
vehidular roadway on Fifth Avenué 27 
per cent. and the sidewalk capacity 51 
per cent. The overhead plan would in- 


¢ 


crease the vehicular roadway 38 per |’ 


cent. and the sidewalk 42 per cent. 

Mr. Turner, discussing his idea, said 
that. it must be obvious to any person 
who walks and rides about the city that 
the streets in’Manhattan running north | 
and south are hopelessly inadequate. 

“There are,’ he said, “only about 
100’ miles of up and downtown. streets 
to serve about 325 miles of crosstown 
streets. There are only eleven. through 
up and downtown thoroughfares to serve 
approximately 150 crosstown streets. In 
other words, there are nearly fourteen 
crosstown streets to one up and down- 
town street. 

“It is apparent, therefore, that in 
Manhattan additional arteries running 
north ‘and south should be provided, 
both’ for’pedestrians and for vehicles. 
There are three ways in which” this can 
be done—by constructing’ entirely new 
streets, or by building underground 
stréets below existing streets, or by 
building new overhead streets along the 
lines of existing streets.” 

Mr. Turner explained that neither one 
of these plans would have to be chosen 
for general relief in various sections, 
but that each could be adopted to suit 
the especial locality needing relief. He 
said that time pressed, that more street 
facilities have “been needed for a long 
time, and that the "need of them was 
now imperative. 4 

“Such projects,’’ he stated, have 
been delayed too long. The cost should 
not be considered because the return 
-\t yield large returns on the outlay.” 

Concerning the plans which he has 
prepared he said: 

“Along Fifth Avenue between Four- 
teenth and Fifty-seventh Streets the 
pro d underground arcade and the 
moving platfortns could be built to be 
served by a subway traversing the ave- 
nue and south into, lower Manhattan. 
Such a plan would not in any way dis- 
figure what has come to be known as 
the greatest street in the world, but it 
would surely increase its usefulness: It 
would provide additional facilities — 
both vehicular and pedestrian traffic, 
would transform the avenue at its oaks 
ness section into a two-story street, and 
thereby double the shop capacity on the 
sidewalk levels. 

‘““Along some other street, such as 
Broadway, an overhead street lan 
might be adopted. This plan/provides 
only for overhead sidewalks with 9ver- 

th Pearine 
plan would eatly increase e traffic 
Pacilities. The overhead sidewalk could 
be built of glass and would not seriously 
interfere with the use of tile lower side- 
walk level.- As time went on, and in- 
creased traffic required it, the plan 
could be transformed into. a bain mip 
overhead street. This would provide 
through way vehicular traffic roadway, 
to be used uptown at night and down- 
town in the morning.’ 

‘Whatever plan was chosén; Mr. Turner 
pointed out, would first require a at 
deal of study, and that the cost of the 
proposed plans wotld be much less than 
the construction of entirely new thor- 
oughfares,
